The  preacher.  Rev.  Newman  Hall,  a 
plain,  unrobed  miuister,  stood  up  in  a 
pulpit  of  wood  and  poured  forth  his  elo¬ 
quent  soul  as  Paul  did  at  Ephesus,  radi¬ 
ating  the  power  of  the  Gospel.  His  text 
was  in  Rev.  xiv.  13,  “Their  works  do 
follow  them.”  This  he  said  is  true  of 
all  men — of  the  blessed  who  die  iu  the 
Lord,  and  of  the  reproloate  who  die  in 
sin.  Men  die,  not  their  deeds.  No  lapse 
of  time,  no  change  of  dynasty,  no  altered 
fashions  of  the  2)ublic,  can  affact  them. 
Men  may  work  and  mount  the  highest 
summits  of  worldly  grandeur,  or  work  and 
be  overwhelmed  with  disaster  ;  they  may 
work  and  the  world  ring  with  their 
praises,  or  work  and  receive  universal 
execration  ;  they  may  die  in  honor  and 
be  entombed  in  the  sepulchres  of  the 
kings,  or  may  die  in  disgrace  and  be 
buried  like  a  dog  ;  but  unaflected  and  un¬ 
changed  “  their  works  do  follow  them.” 
The  actors  have  passed  along  the  high¬ 
way  of  life  aud  entered  the  dark  portals 
of  the  unseen  world  ;  but  lo,  iu  long  pro¬ 
cession  their  works  do  follow  them.  Al¬ 
luding  to  the  death  of  the  late  emperor 
last  week  he  said  :  “There  has  just  de¬ 
parted  from  amongst  us  the  most  remark¬ 
able  man  of  the  present  age.  Whether 
for  good  or  for  evil  Louis  Napoleon  did 
for  many  years  occupy  the  most  promi¬ 
nent  position  among  the  nations  of  the 
world.  From  the  seclusion  of  a  prison, 
from  the  ob.scuritv  of  an  exile,  he  leaped 
into  the  Presidency  of  the  French  repub¬ 
lic,  and  then  at  one  blow  striking  down 
all  opponents,  by  the  power  of  a  magic 
name  winning  the  overwhelming  vote  of 
the  people  of  a  great  nation,  he  occupied 
for  many  years  an  emperor’s  throne.  His 
palace  was  the  abode  of  luxury  and  splen¬ 
dor.  Fashion  from  his  saloons  dictated 
laws  to  the  civilized  world.  Anrbassa- 
dors  from  all  nations  waited  iu  suspense 
for  those  oracular  words  on  which  iieaco 
or  war  seemed  to  hang.  It  was  he  who 
boasted  that  without  France — that  is 
without  himself — not  a  cannon  could  be 
fired  in  Europe.  He  was  regarded  as  the 
savior  of  France  from  a  reign  of  terror. 
The  mere  supposition  at  one  time  that  he 
secretly  cherished  hostile  intentions  to¬ 
wards  Great  Britain,  alarmed  our  states¬ 
men,  threw  the  people  into  a  panic,  and 
entailed  millions  of  expenditure  and  an 
increase  of  taxation.  But  all  through 
his  career,  and  not  less  so  at  its  close,  liis 
works  do  follow  him  ! 

“There  is  a  great  difference  of  opinion 
as  regards  the  illustrious  dead.  It  is  a 
generous  feeling  that  leads  our  press  and 
public  men  to  dwell  for  the  present  only 
on  what  may  be  said  in  his  praise.  If  all 
that  his  worst  enemies  say  of  him  is 
true,  his  great  faults  have  had  a  great 
retribution.  Deceived,  defeated,  cap¬ 
tured,  dethroned,  exiled,  the  victim  of  a 
painful  disease,  Louis  Napoleon,  passing 
away  from  the  midst  of  us,  is  for  the  pres¬ 
ent  only  an  object  of  sympathy,  aud  his 
death  an  occasion  of  regret.  Our  beloved 
England,  the  asylum  of  French  kings, 
and  where  the  victims  of  the  late  Empe¬ 
ror’s  rule  found  shelter,  does  not  now 
tarnish  her  generous  hospitality  by  any 
untimely  criticisms  uttered  over  his 
grave.  ” 

Mr.  Hall  continued  iu  a  kindly  and 
generous  tribute  to  the  iuemoi*y  of  the 
dead  emperor.  In  his  splendor  he  had 
been  the  guest  of  our  Queen.  In  his  de¬ 
cay  he  was  the  guest  of  the  people.  His 
behavior  iu  these  latter  days  was  without 
reproach.  And  who  can  tell  what  may 
have  passed  between  himself  aud  his 
Maker  during  these  last  months  of  re¬ 
tirement,  when  the  symptoms  of  mortal¬ 
ity  were  warning  him  to  prepare  for  eter¬ 
nity  ?  He  knew  the  truth,  and  w'as  will¬ 
ing  that  others  should  know  it.  He  read¬ 
ily  gave  permission  for  the  erection  of  a 
preaching  hall  at  the  Paris  Exhibition, 
and  of  a  large  Bible  Stand  at  thes/.c  por¬ 
ticoes  at  which  the  Scriptures  iu  six  dif¬ 
ferent  languages  were  freely  distributed 
to  applicants  of  different  nations. 

When  the  Roman  i>riesthood  expostu¬ 
lated,  asking  him  to  withdraw  his  per¬ 
mission,  he  said  to  them  “I permit yow 
to  do  the  same.”  Build  your  stand  aud 
distribute  your  version.  A  lady  of  the 
Society  felt  she  had  a  special  mission  to 
Appeal  to  him  in  reference  to  his  own 
soul.  The  Emperor  cheerfully  arranged 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Evangelical  Al¬ 
liance  to  see  her.  He  listened  thought¬ 
fully  to  her  faithful  address,  thanked  her 
cordially,  and  said,  “You  would,  per¬ 
haps,  be  surprised  b'  know  how  very 
nearly  my  own  convictions  are  iu  har¬ 
mony  with  all  you  have  uttered.”  He 
knew  the  truth.  Who  would  not  hope 
that  during  these  last  months,  if  not  be¬ 
fore,  he  bray  have  embraced  it  aud  found 
pardon  from  Him  who  delighteth  in 
rAercy  ?  But  such  faith  in  Christ  does 
not  alter  the  moral  character  of  actions. 
It  does  alter- men’s  condition  iu  the  next 
world,  but  it  does  not  change  their  faults 
into  virtues.  A  lie  is  a  lie  though  the 
liar  be  pardoned.  Murder  is  murder 
though  the  murderer  may  repent  and  be 
saved.  Death  makes  us  silent.  We  un¬ 
cover  in  the  presence  of  a  Monarch 
mightier  than  all  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Hall  made  a  pun¬ 
gent  application  of  the  doctrine  of  works 
following  and  impressing  their  influence, 
1.  On  those  around  us ;  2,  On  ourselves  ; 
and  3,  On  all  men  even  to  the  final  Tri¬ 
bunal. 

Such  is  a  brief  sketch  of  this  interest¬ 
ing  service,  to  which  the  recent  death  of 
the  Emperor  gave  an  unusual  solemnity.

VISIT  TO  THE  AUTHOR  OF  THE 
SCHONBERG-COTTA  FAMILY. 

By  Kri.  Henry  ■.  Field. 

[The  following  reniinieoenoeof  amost  delight¬ 
ed  visit  was  written  by  Mre.  Field,  jnst  after  her 
return  from  England  in  1867,  and  was  pnblish- 
ful  in  The  Evasgelist  then.  That  was  more 
than  five  years  ago,  and  now  that  our  readers 
are  to  have  a  tale  from  the  pen  of  the  author 
of  the  Schbnberg-Cotta  Family , we  dare  say  they 
will  be  glad  to  refresh  their  memories  with 
these  pictures  of  that  charming  English  writer 
and  English  home.] 

The  moment  of  our  departure  from 
England  had  airived  ;  we  were  at  that 
point  in  a  long  journey  whep  the  feeling 
of  expectation  for.  the  unknown  is  satis¬ 
fied,  and  one’s  thoughts  turn  fondly  to¬ 
ward  home.  But  one  more  pleasure  was 
in  reserve  for  us,  for  we  were  invited  to 
spend  our  last  night  under  the  roof  of 
the  author  of  the  “  Schonberg-Cotta 
Family.”  Mrs.  Charles  lives  at  Hamp¬ 
stead,  one  of  the  pretty  suburban  villages 
that  are  sprinkled  thickly  around  Lou¬ 
don.  About  six  miles  distant,  it  is  perch¬ 
ed  on  a  hill  which  commands  a  full  view  of 
the  city.  An  hour’s  drive  on  a  beautiful 
Summer  afternoon  brought  ns  to  the 
place,  where,  after  climbing  up  and 
winding  about  the  quaint  old  streets  and 
lanes,  we  stopped  before  a  bouse  on  the 
brow  of  the  hill  overlooking  a  wide  land¬ 
scape.  What  a  charm  in  these  English 
houses !  There  is  such  an  air  of  taste 
aud  comfort,  and  yet  such  an  absence  of 
lircteu-sion.  The  plain  brick  walls  are 
covered  with  ivy,  and  the  flowers  iu  the 
window,  and  vines  over  the  door,  give 
to  the  most  modest  dwelling  an  air  of 
refinement.  This  sense  of  beauty  is  in¬ 
creased  when,  as  the  centre  of  the  pic¬ 
ture,  a  kind  and  gentle  woman  appears 
to  give  n.s  welcome.  We  alw.ays  form  an 
ideal  of  an  author’s  looks.  The  “  Schoii- 
berg-Cotta  Family  ”  is  so  thoroughly  a 
Gennan  book  —  not  only  because  the 
scene  is  laid  iu  Germany,  bnt  in  all  its 
details  of  domestic  life,  it  has  such  a 
perfect  cotileur  locale,  that  when  I  fir^t 
read  it  years  since,  I  took  for  granted 
that  the  writer  was  a  German.  Indeed 
it  was  my  first  impression,  that  it  was  a 
very  old  book,  written  one  or  two  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago,  and  just  brought  to  light. 
Imagine  then  my  surprise  at  seeing  a  la¬ 
dy  still  young  and  eminently  English,  of 
small,  slight  figure,  whose  modest,  al¬ 
most  timid,  manners,  at  once  engaged 
our  interest  and  sympathy.  There  is 
among  women  a  sort  intuition  of 
character’  which  reveals  them  to  each 
other.  It  needed  but  a  glance  to  recog¬ 
nize  a  pure,  transparent  nature  in  this 
true  Englishwoman.  Mrs.  Charles  is  a 
native  of  Devonshire,  the  only  child  of 
a  member  of  Parliament,  who  died  some 
years  since,  leaving  a  name  greatly  re¬ 
spected  in  that  part  of  England.  Her 
mother,  a  lady  of  great  excellence,  lives 
with  her.  Mr.  Charles  is  a  merchant  of 
London,  who,  though  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness,  shares  in  the  tastes  of  his  wife,  aud 
furnishes  her  ample  means  for  their 
gratification. 

Thus  placed  in  the  most  favorable  posi¬ 
tion,  nothing  seems  wanting  in  this  beau¬ 
tiful  home,  to  make  the  happiness  of  a 
woman,  hut  the  voices  of  children.  But 
it  is  perhaps  this  very  freedom  from  fam¬ 
ily  cares,  which  has  given  her  the  leisure 
to  study  and  to  write.  Her  first  books 
were  the  fruit  of  years  of  reading  and  of 
observation.  She  had  made  herself  fa¬ 
miliar  with  German  literature  and  histo¬ 
ry,  especially  the  literature  and  history 
of  the  Reformation,  aud  in  travels  on 
the  continent,  had  observed  the  scenes 
and  customs  which  she  was  to  describe. 
Thus  fitted  for  her  task,  she  put  into  the 
“Schonberg-Cotta  Family  ”  the  fruits  of 
this  long  preparation. 

But  with  all  this  litci'ary  culture,  she 
would  hardly  have  undertaken  the  labor 
of  writing  books,  except  from  a  higher 
motive  than  reputation.  Her  object  from 
the  first,  as  she  says  herself,  with  sis 
much  truth  as  simplicity,  has  been  “to 
do  good.”  It  is  easy  to  see  that  she  is 
much  more  preoccupied  with  their  use¬ 
fulness  than  with  the  fame  they  bring  to 
herself.  It  was  a  real  pleasure  to  be 
able  to  say  to  her,  that  on  the  other  side 
of  ^hc  oceau  her  books  \vere  in  the  ha'uus 
of  our  young  people,  and  made  the  de¬ 
light  of  thottsands  of  family  circles  ;  to 
see  her  eyes  fill  with  tears  of  gratifica¬ 
tion,  and  to  have  neither  to  flatter  nor 
to  spare  the  susceptibilities  of  an  author 
for  a  work  which  had  been  a  labor  of  love 
and  charity.  She  has  observed  life,  not 
with  the  cold  eye  of  a  philosopher  or  a 
moralist,  but  with  the  heart  of  a  woman, 
full  of  pity  for  ignorance  and  misery,  and 
of  sympathy  for  the  poor  and  the  ob¬ 
scure,  especially  for  her  owu  sisters  in 
England  and  in  all  other  lands,  who  are 
lonely  and  unfriended,  who  seem  to  be 
disinherited  of  the  common  enjoyments 
of  life,  and  need  to  be  led  to  the  source 
of  consolation. 

Once  knowing  Mrs.  Charles,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  regard  her  writings  any  lon¬ 
ger  merely  from  a  literary  or  artistic 
point  of  view — since  her  aim  is  far  high¬ 
er.  She  is  not  an  author  writing  for  mo¬ 
ney  or  fame,  but  a  tme  philanthropist  or 
missionary,  animated  with  a  Christiap 
pairposc,  to  combat  ignorance  aud  impi. 
ety,  to  strengthen  faitli,  and  to  soothe 
human  sorrow,  by  whispering  into  the 
ears  of  the  unhappy  words  of  peace  and 
hope —  a  noble  Christian  woman,  who 
finds  in  her  own  heart,  overflowing  with 
goodness,  a  perpetual  inspiration. 

Attracted  toward  America  by  many 
tics  of  sympathy,  she  is  familiar  with 
our  literature  and  history,  and  has  a  just 
estimate  of  our  national  character.  We 
talked  long  and  earnestly  of  our  late  and 
glorious  struggle,  for  that  is  uppermost 
in  the  thoughts  of  all  Europeans.-  Then 
we  discussed  our  female  writers,  our 
American  society  aud  our  domestic  life. 


comparing  our  impressions  and  experi¬ 
ences,  and  at  last  (shall  we  confess  it  ?) 
came  to  the  homely  topic  of  housekeeping. 
Does  this  seem  a  falling  off  from  the 
previous  current  of  our  thoughts  ?  On 
the  contrary,  nothing  discloses  more  the 
real  superiority  of  a  w’oman  than  the 
home  she  creates  around  her — that  little 
realm  in  which  she  reigns  supreme.  This 
is  not  beneath  the  notice  of  a  woman, 
however  intellectual,  for  here  everything 
bears  the  stamp  of  her  feminine  taste 
and  refincmeat.  No  interior  could  have 
made  us  feel  more  the  charm  of  an  Eng¬ 
lish  homo  than  the  one  in  which  we 
were.  I  shall  long  remember  this  draw¬ 
ing-room,  iu  which  the  sunlight  shone 
through  branches  of  roses  and  honey¬ 
suckles  which  twining  round  the  win¬ 
dows,  cooled  and  perfumed  the  air — the 
seats  the  most  comfortable,  placed  jnst 
at  the  points  which  commanded  the 
loveliest  views  of  the  landscape — an  air 
of  being  used  giving  to  the  whole  an 
imijression  of  something  familiar  and 
home-like.  It  was  very  natural  to  in¬ 
quire  into  the  secret  of  this  charm  of 
English  domestic  life.  It  comes,  I  thiuk, 
from  the  complete  adaptation  of  all  its 
details  to  one’s  individual  position,  with¬ 
out  attempting  to  imitate  that  which  is 
superior,  or  neglect  of  that  which  can 
really  add  to  one’s  comfort  and  elegance 
within  certain  [irescribed  limits.  The  ser¬ 
vice  is  so  perfect,  and  all  the  wheels  are 
so  well  oiled,  that  they  run  without  noise 
or  jar — order  and  repose  reign  every- 1 
where.  Hence  it  never  comes  into  the  I 
head  of  au  Englishwoman,  weary  of 
housekeeping,  to  seek  refuge  from  her 
ennui  in  a  hotel  ! 

After  dinner  we  took  a  long  wiJk  over 
the  famous  Hampstead  Heath,  a  common 
sprinkled  with  ancient  oaks,  where  troops 
of  boys  playing  at  cricket  filled  the  air 
with  their  shouts  —  an  echo  of  merry 
England.  A  hundred  years  ago  the 
.space  which  intervenes  between  here  and 
the  city  was  a  waste,  and  Dr.  Johnson, 
when  he  came  to  Hampstead,  had  to  seek 
the  guard  of  the  police  to  protect  him¬ 
self  from  highwaymen  !  Now  the  great 
city  reaches  almost  to  the  foot  of  the 
hills,  and  the  eye  ranges  over  a  wilder¬ 
ness  of  Unman  habitations.  A  cloud  of 
smoke  always  rests  over  London  ;  but 
spires  here  and  there  shot  up  through 
the  vaporous  atmosphere,  reflecting  the 
raj's  of  the  setting  sun,  vjfhile  high  above 
all  towered  the  don^e  of  St.  Paul’s.  It 
was  an  honr  to  enjoy  at  once  nature  and 
society.  The  gentlemen,  walking  for¬ 
ward,  were  soon  alMorbcd  in  their  dis¬ 
cussion  of  business  and  politics,  while 
we  following  enjoyed  a  more  leisurely 
walk  and  conversation. 

Hami)stead  has  long  been  a  favorite 
suburb  of  London,  and  has  been  the 
residence  of  many  celebrated  men.  In 
yonder  house  lived  the  great  Chatham. 
That  was  his  room  iu  the  upper  story. 
In  that  high  chamber  he  revolved  his 
plans  in  the  days  when  he  ruled  Eug- 
hind.  What  an  influence  went  forth 
from  that  old  brick  mansion,  when  it 
was  said  with  truth  that  “no  British 
general  or  admiral  ever  came  out  of  his 
presence  without  feeling  stronger  and 
bra^cr,  inspired  with  a  new  spirit  to 
carry  the  flag  of  England  upon  land  or 
sea.”  In  these  grounds  stands  the  house 
where  Joanna  Buillie  lived  and  died. 
This  stone  hy  the  road  side  bears  the 
name  of  the  melancholy  poet  Keats,  as 
the  favorite  spot  whci-e  he  loved  to  come 
and  sit  and  muse  at  eventide.  Yonder 
across  the  vallej'  is  Highgate,  where 
Coleridge  passed  the  last  years  of  his 
life. 

Passing  over  the  heath,  we  come  ufon 
an  avenue  of  trees,  that  must  he  more 
tlian  a  century  old,  whose  branches 
stretch  above  ns  like  the  archer  of 
a  cathedral,  casting  a  religions  light 
through  tlic  long  forest  aisle.  Sec  you 
at  the  end  of  that  shaded  avenue  that 
modest  wooden  house  ?  That  for  years 
was  the  homo  of  the  avithor  of  John 
Halifax.  There  she  lived  aud  wrote, 
suin)orting  by  her  pen  her  little  dome.stic 
circle,  au  aged  father  and  a  beloved 
brother,  whom  she  educated  only  to  see 
l.iiu  cut  down  by  the  reaper  death. 
There  have  hcen  few  more  beautiful  in¬ 
stances  of  daughterly  and  sisterly  de¬ 
votion  than  that  of  this  gifted  woman, 
tlilis  .sacrificing  her  best  years  to  those 
she  loved.  My  companion  described  to 
me  her  lonely  life,  and  the  constant  work 
by  which  she  accomplished  her  saci’ed 
task,  only  to  see  the  pall  of  death  full 
upon  the  object  of  her  sisterly  affection. 

When  I  thought  of  those  lonely  years, 
1  recalled  the  lines  of  Elizabeth  Barret 
Browning,  fitly  quoted  hy  Mrs.  Gaskell 
on  the-title  page  of  her  life  of  Charlotte 
Bronte  : 

“  0  my  God, 

— : —  Tiionhaet  knowledge,  only  Then, 

How  dreary  ’tis  lor  women  lo  ait  still 

On  Winter  nights  by  solitary  Area. 

And  hear  the  nations  praising  them  far  off." 

Since  nmrried  to  a  man  who  long  ap- 
|)rcciated  her  noble  qualities,  Miss  Mu- 
locli  has  left  Hampstead,  but  ber  mem¬ 
ory  still  gives  interest  to  the  humble 
home  where  she  passed  so  many  years  of 
toil  and  abnegation.  What  honor  such 
a  woman  reflects  upon  her  sex  !  Equally 
free  from  the  weakness  of  that  ambition 
which  is  only  another  name  for  vanity, 
aud  from  the  excess  of  an  ungoverned  im¬ 
agination,  she  .shows  of  how  much  a  true 
woman  is  capable  iu  the  modest  sphere 
of  home.  Talking  of  the  moral  beauty 
of  such  a  life — so  pure  and  good — we  walk¬ 
ed  slowly  homeward  in  the  twilight, 
this  delicious  hour  of  reverie  and  confi¬ 
dence,  and  never  have  I  felt  more  the 
attraction  of  a  truly  religions  nature. 
Mrs.  Charles  is  quite  incapable  of  cant 
or  affectation  of  any  kind,  yet  Religion 
is  the  golden  thread  which  runs  through 
all  her  thought  and  being.  Fresh  from 
Paris,  and  feeling  still  the  excitement 
of  its  artistic  and  intellectual  life,  the 
calm  and  almost  mystic  influence  of  thi.s 


sweet  woman  brought  me  back,  almost 
unconsciously,  to  a  more  tranquil  and 
healthy  state  of  mind.  As  we  spoke  of 
the  craving  for  activity,  for  a  work  to  do, 
which  haunts  every  earnest  woman,  it 
was  easy  to  sfee  how  for  her  the  problem 
was  resolved,  by  the  simple  desire  to  do 
good.  I  felt  how  plain  the  way  of  life 
becomes  when  faith  shines,  like  a  star, 
upon  it ;  and  how  exquisite  is  the  har¬ 
mony  of  a  character  formed  under  the 
threefold  influences  of  faith,  love,  and 
duty.  In  such  a  mood  we  came  back  to 
the  house  just  as  the  twilight  was  fading 
at  the  close  of  a  long  mid  Summer  day. 
Once  more  seated  in  the  drawing-room, 
our  hosts  gave  us  some  excellent  music. 
When  on  the  following  morning  we  bade 
each  other  adieu,  with  the  uncertainty 
of  our  ever  meeting  again  in  this  world, 
we  felt  that  a  few  hours  bad  formed  be¬ 
tween  us  a  tie  that  neither  time  nor  dis¬ 
tance  could  sunder.  And  however  im¬ 
perfect  this  sketch,  it  has  been  inspired 
by  tlie  feeling  that  the  pleasure  of  these 
last  moments  of  our  stay  in  England  did 
not  belong  exclusively  to  us,  since  it 
came  from  one  whose  name  is  known 
and  loved  in  so  many  homes  of  America. 

LETTER  FROM  ROME. 

By  Bev.  N.  C.  Burt,  D.D. 

Rome,  Jan.  22d,  1873. 

Bishop  Strorsmeyer  and  the  Pope. 

The  presence  in  Rome  of  Bishop  Stross- 
meyer,  the  eminent  Hungarian  prelate, 
has  given  rise  to  renewed  speculation  con¬ 
cerning  his  relations  to  the  Pope.  One 
of  the  most  strenuous  opponents  of  the 
dogmas  of  the  Vatican  Council,  when 
these  were  under  discussion,  the  Bishop 
is  the  very  last  of  the  members  of  that 
body  to  submit  to  them  since  they  have 
been  decreed. 

Indeed  the  question  most  discussed 
concerning  the  Bishop  is  just  this — 
whether  even  yet  he  has  submitted  to 
the  new  dogmas  or  not.  The  friends  of 
the  Pope  aver  that  he  has,  and  that  he  is 
now  in  pleasant  relations  with  the  Vati¬ 
can  ;  the  Old  Catholics  are  reluctant  to 
believe  this,  and  wait  for  further  evidence. 
When  tlie  Bishop  visited  Rome  last 
Winter,  it  was  reported  that  he  .did  so 
upon  a  summons  from  the  Pope,  who  bad 
determined  to  tolerate  his  dubious  posi¬ 
tion  no  longer,  but  compel  him  to  a  de¬ 
cision  in  a  personal  interview.  Yet  the 
Bishop  was  said  to  have  returned  from 
Rome  without  maikhoi^  bu  peace  with  the 
Vatican.  Wlien  I  have  asked  why  he 
was  in  Rome  again,  I  have  been  told  that 
he  is  an  invalid,  and  that  he  comes  to 
Italy  every  Winter  simply  for  the  sake  of 
bis  health.  It  certainly  seems  very  im¬ 
probable  that  he  should  select  Rome  a.s  a 
Winter  residence,  if  indeed  he  is  officially 
at  variance  with  the  Pope.  At  the  same 
time  it  is  certain  that  he  has  not  changed 
his  private  views,  bnt  is  as  liberal  and 
progressive  as  ever.  He  does  not  hesi¬ 
tate  to  express  to  Protestant  friends  his 
joy  for  the  downfall  of  the  Pope’s  tem¬ 
poral  power  ;  he  speaks  with  lively  inter¬ 
est  of  the  improved  condition  of  Rome 
since  the  Italian  Government  took  pos- 
.session  of  it ;  he  declares  it  a  great  mis¬ 
take  that  the  Church  and  the  clergy  do 
not  make  themselves  the  champions  in¬ 
stead  of  the  enemies  of  popular  rights ; 
he  professes  himself  an  ardent  admirer 
of  Ameiic.nn  ideas  and  institutions;  he 
bids  God-speed  to  his  friends  engaged 
in  Protestant  work  in  Rome ;  he  evi¬ 
dently  abhors  the  dogma  of  Infallibility, 
and  is  iu  lively  sympathy  with  the  Old 
Catholics  aud  their  efibrts.  WhethOT, 
with  all  this,  he  may  not,  as  a  Bishop, 
have  permitted  the  decrees  of  the  Vati¬ 
can  Council  to  he  announced  to  the 
clmi’ches  under  his  control,  is  the  ques¬ 
tion — a  question  of  fact,  which,  if  one 
does  not  feel  free  to  put  it  directly  to  the 
Bishop,  he  must  perhaps  make  a  journey 
to  Croatia  to  get  answered.  Probably 
such  concession  avould,  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances.  bo  accepted  by  the  Pope. 

One  reason  why  Bishop  Strossmeyer 
has  found  it  difficult,  or  even  impossible, 
openly  and  actively  to  cooiierate  with  the 
Old  Catholics  of  Germany,  has  been  his 
political  ijosition  at  Rome.  The  Bishop 
is  as  much  a  statesman  as  he  is  an  eccle¬ 
siastic,  and  in  the  Diet  of  his  country  he 
is  an  acknowledged  leader  of  the  anti- 
German  party.  It  would  have  done 
violence  to  his  deepest  political  convic¬ 
tions  and  forfeited  the  cjnfideuce  and 
respect  of  his  political  associates,  had  he 
joined  himself  to  au  Ecclesiastieo-jioliti- 
cal  movement  so  decidedly  German  as 
that  headed  by  Dollinger  aud  his  breth¬ 
ren. 

Old  Catholicism  in  Austria  and  Italy. 

The  prosjjocts  of  the  Old  Catholics 
can  hardly  be  considered  encouraging 
anywhere  in  the  Austrio-Hungarian  Em¬ 
pire.  Neither  Cardinal  Sebwartzenberg 
nor  Bishop  Strossmejycr  has  exhibited 
the  courage  of  a  reformer ;  the  Priest 
Anton  of  Vienna,  who  has  boldness 
enough,  does  not  possess  the  necessary 
moral  influence  ;  and  now  Professor  Von 
Schulte  of  Prague,  one  of  the  ablest  of 
the  old  Catholic  leaders,  is  about  remov¬ 
ing  to  Bonn,  and  will  of  coui-se,  iu  large 
measure,  be  lost  to  AusU’ia. 

•  In  this  last  instance,  however,  what 
is  lost  to  Austria  will  he  gained  hy  Ger¬ 
many.  Von  Schulte’s  eminent  abilities 
as  an  organizer,  may  be  of  signal  service 
in  helping  to  solve  the  important  prob¬ 
lem  for  the  Old  Catholics  in  Germany — 
that  of  establishing  their  Church  in  de¬ 
sirable  relations  to  the  State. 

In  Italy,  as  everybody  knows,  little 
open  opposition  has  hitherto  been  made 
by  the  clergy  to  the  new  assumptions  of 
the  Roman  Church.  Yet  it  would  be  too 
much  to  suppose  that  little  opposition 
has  been  felt.  On  the  contrary  dissatis¬ 
faction  is  known  to  exist  everywhere. 
Even  here  in  Rome  there  arc  those  in  po¬ 
sition  in  the  Church,  who  privately  con¬ 


sort  with  sympathetic  Protestants,  and . 
who  avow  to  these  that  they  long  to  es¬ 
cape  from  the  chains  which  bind  them. 
The  liberal  Government  of  Italy  is  pop¬ 
ular  ;  liberal  ideas  are  gaining  ground 
more  rapidly  than  in  any  other  Catholie 
country  ;  and  it  seems  to  me  inevitable  • 
that  in  the  continued  war  of  the  Pope 
against  the  Government  and  its  meas¬ 
ures,  a  party  should  eventually  rise  in. 
the  Church,  sympathizing  with  the  State 
and  encouraged  by  it,  who  shall  baeak. 
away  from  the  hated  tyranny  of  the 
Pope, 

The  Pope  yielding  hie  Territory. 

Perhaps,  however,  the  war  between 
the  Pope  and  the  Italian  Government 
may  sooner  or  later  cease.  Even  within 
a  few  weeks  the  Pope  has  made  a  con¬ 
cession  to  the  Government — yielding  np 
to  it  a  portion  of  the  little  remnant  of 
temporal  power  still  enjoyed.  The  oc¬ 
currence  was  on  this  wise  : 

When  the  Italian  Government  took 
possession  of  Rome,  it  was  a  question 
whether  the  Pope  should  not  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  retain  under  his  authority  the 
“  Leonine  City.”  This  is  the  northwest¬ 
ern  portion  of  Rome,  lying  beyond  the 
Tiber,  and  including,  with  a  considera- 
We  territory  and  population,  St.  Peter’s 
and  the  Vatican.  (It  is  called  the  Le¬ 
onine  City  from  the  Pope  Leo,  under 
whom  it  was  enclosed  by  a  wall  when 
Rome  was  threatened  by  the  Saracens.) 
But  maturer  and  wiser  counsels  prevail¬ 
ed,  and  it  was  decided  to  limit  the  do¬ 
main  of  the  Holy  Father  to  St.  Peter’s 
and  the  Vatican.  St.  Peter’s,  however, 
was  construed  to  embrace  the  famous 
piazza  in  front  of  the  chulrch,  where  at 
Easter,  the  multitudes  gather  to  receive 
the  Papal  benediction.  Recently — proba¬ 
bly  because  of  the  difficulty  or  the  ex¬ 
pense  involved  in  keeping  the  piazza  un¬ 
der  pi’oper  supervision — the  Pope  has 
voluntarily  relinquished  it  to  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Italy, 

It  is  also  now  reported  that  the  Holy 
Father  has  resolved  to  quit  playing 
“prisoner,”  and  to  resume  his  drives 
through  Rome.  The  Pope  may  never 
acquiesce  in  the  loss  of  his  temporal  sov¬ 
ereignty,  Yet  he  may  think  it  best,  and 
may  before  long  so  decide,  to  accept, 
even  though  under  stern  protest,  exist¬ 
ing  facts. 

Cheap  for  an  Emperor. 

Let  me,  before  closing  this  letter,  re¬ 
cord  a  queer  incident,  somewhat  charac¬ 
teristic  of  this  Papal  city. 

The  day  after  the  death  of  Napoleon 
III.,  I  happened  to  be  in  one  of  our 
banks,  when  presently  appeared,  as  if  on 
business  of  importance,  two  monks  in 
the  habit  of  the  Franciscans.  The  bank 
officer  who  waited  ^n  .4hem  "f6I3~n»-' 
presently  that  oiie  of  them  was  the  Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  Franciscans,  who  has  control 
of  the  affairs  of  the  order  throughout  the 
world,  and  that  he  was  just  in  receipt  of 
a  considex’able  sum  of  money,  transmit¬ 
ted  through  the  Pope’s  Vicar,  which  was 
to  be  spent  in  masses,  said  by  the  Fran¬ 
ciscans,  for  the  repose  of  the  late  Em¬ 
peror’s  soul,  at  thirty  cents  each.  The 
object  of  the  Franciscan  general  in  com¬ 
ing  to  the  bank  was,  I  suppose,  to  dis¬ 
tribute  this  money  to  the  chiefs  of  his 
order  iu  different  countries.  The  gen¬ 
eral  appeared  to  entertain  no  very  high 
regard  for  the  memory  of  the  late  Em¬ 
peror,  notwithstanding  the  help  jiroposed 
to  be  rendered  his  soul ;  for  he  curtly 
reuiaiked  to  my  informant  that  the 
Chuich  might  well  receive  a  part  of  the 
Emperor’s  money,  inasmuch  as  the  whole 
of  it  was  stolen.  Whether  the  tariff  of 
thirty  cents  each  will  apply  to  the  mass¬ 
es  said  in  all  countries,  or  not,  I  do  not 
know.  Labor  ought,  it  seems  to  me, 
to  command  a  higher  price  in  the  United 
States. 

W’lFE  MURDERS. 

No  less  than  six  wives  murdered  by  as 
many  drunken  husbands,  and  a  seventh 
severely  beaten  by  her  husband,  and 
their  sou  four  year.s  old  badly  burned 
by  being  thrown  on  a  hot  stove  ! 

This  is  no  selected  chapter  of  blood 
and  crime ;  but  the  casual  record  of  a 
single  day  iu  a  respectable  business  pa¬ 
per,  the  New  York  Daily  Times,  Feb.  13, 
1873. 

In  one  case  four  children  under  ten 
years  of  age  were  left  motherless.  The 
number  of  children  in  the  other  mo¬ 
therless  families  is  not  stated. 

Four  of  these  human  brutes  are  in 
prison  ;  one  is  sentenced  to  be  hanged, 
Ajiril  3d  ;  one  is  now  on  trial  for  mur¬ 
der,  and  one  hanged  himself  w  ith  a  sheet 
taken  from  his  bed. 

The  history  of  all  these  cases  is  sub¬ 
stantially  the  same :  beginning  with 
moderate  drinking  ;  then  hard  drinking; 
then  coming  home  from  the  grogshop 
crazed  with  liquor  ;  then  the  brawl,  the 
blood,  and  death.

than  half  of  that  number,  or  over  27,000, 
traceable  directly  to  the  grogshops  ! 

These  criminal  statistics  are  on  the 
Records,  and  can  neither  be  denied  nor 
blotted  out. 

And  these  grogshops,  licensed  and 
unlicensed,  are  tolerated,  patronized, 
approved,  advocated !  They  are  good 
institutions!  Or  if  not  exactly  good, 
necessary,  expedient,  politic  ;  yes  politic, 
that  is  the  word — ada^ited  to  promote  the 
public  welfare !  In  the  meantime  it 
cannot  be  supposed  that  wives  and  chil¬ 
dren  have  any  rights,  such  as  protection, 
comfort,  happiness  and  life,  which  the 
drunkards  and  drunkard  makers  are 
bound  to  resjiect !

-And  then,  succeeding  it,  a  time  of  si¬ 
lence  and  darkness  and  cold  ;  of  being 
luislied  and  kept  (jiiiet  because  Some¬ 
thing  which  had  made  the  sunshine  of 
the  liome-was  gone,  and  Something  else 
wliich  needed  that  lo.st  snushiiie  more 
than  any  had  come,  and  must  he  cherish¬ 
ed  and  watched  and  kept  alive  with  such 
artificial  warmth  as  the  world  can  make 
for  motherless  babes,  — leaving  at  the 
moment  little  warmth  aud  light  to  spare 
anywhere  for  me. 

A  dark  confused  chaotic  time,  “with¬ 
out  form,  and  void  ;”  in  looking  back,  I 
can  scarcely  tell  whether  it  lasted  days, 
or  months,  or  years ;  a  time  when  God 
had  made  for  me  no  lights,  greater  or 
lesser,  to  divide  the  light  from  the  dark¬ 
ness. 

So  my  first  associations  with  my  bro¬ 
ther,  my  own  brother  Piers,  who  was  af¬ 
terwards  the  life  of  my  life,  were  rather 
of  something  substracted  than  something 
added,  rather  of  a  great  loss,  than  the 
great  gift  he  was. 

I  think  we  shall  find  it  thus  w  ith  many 
of  our  best  gifts,  often. 

After  this  comes  first  into  my  recol¬ 
lection  a  pervading  and  overshadowing 
memory  of  clothes. 

Before,  it  was  like  being  a  bird  or  a 
flower.  But  connected  with  that  dtirk 
chaotic  time  comes  a  sense  of  being  in  a 
state  of  existence  where  one  had  always 
to  carry  aliout  things  to  be  taken  care  of, 
which  one  was  in  some  vague  and  uneasy 
way  identified  with  and  re.sponsible  for, 
and  which  the  (uople  in  the  nursery  who 
loved  one  most,  felt  to  be  in  some  sense 
of  more  importance  than  oneself,  and 
yet  the  very  nature  of  which  appeared  to 
he  that  the  influences  which  were  pleas¬ 
ant  to  their  wearer  were  pernicious  to 
them. 

It  was,  I  suppose,  tlie  form  in  which 
my  spirit  had  to  struggle  into  the  con¬ 
sciousness  of  matter,

How  many  of  the  lessons  incident  to 
the  “shades  of  the  inasou-house ”  came 
to  me  through  my  clothes ! — through 
that  portion  of  the  material  w-orld  which 
w'as  to  me  so  essentially  (lart  of  the  “  Not 
me,”  and  was  evidently  regarded  by  those 
around  me  as  an  integral  portion  of  the 
“Me!” 

I  cun  remember  now  the  delighted 
sense  ot  freedom  with  which,  one  fine 
Sunday  afternoon,  I  had  crept,  unnotic¬ 
ed,  out  of  the  garden  door,  witli  my 
faithful  companion,  our  great  black  New- 
fouiullaiid  dog,  Pluto,  up  the  green  hill 
outside  the  garden  wall  to  the  edge  of 
the  brook  beyond,  and  was  enjoying  at 
once  the  joys  of  liberty  and  of  tyranny 
in  making  him  plunge  into  the  water 
and  fetch  me  a  stick  as  I  had  seen  my 
father  do.  I  remember  now-  the  half- 
remoiistiant,  half-condescending  way  in 
which  tho  grand  creature  yielded  to  my 
little  imperiousnesses,  and  then,  landing 
his  freight,  shook  himself  in  a  storm  of 
,  sparkling  drops  over  me  aud  my  new 
frock. 

And  I  also  remember  a  certain  calm 
jihilosophical  interest  (which  ought  in 
any  consistent  biography  to  have  pre¬ 
saged  a  genius  for  scientific  investigation) 
wherev/itli  I  was  observing  that  the  drops 
did  not  penetrate  my  crape,  but  lay  on 
it,  round  and  .sparkling,  when  nurse 
burst  upon  us  with  baby  in  her  arms, 
and  a  wail  upon  her  lips.

Miss  Bride,  Miss  Bride,  you 
coiitrai-y  child,  how  can  you  be  so  uu-

.  everything,  and  romp  about  like  a  beg- 
t  gar’s  brat  with  that  great  brute  of  a 
‘  dog  ?  ’

'  wilderment  of  images  and  injustices  that 
I  was  too  perplexed  to  cry  or  to  defeinl 
1  my.self,  until  the  dog,  his  affections  get- 
‘  ting  the  better  of  his  tiict,  sliook  himself 
in  a  rapture  of  welcome  over  baby  niul 
nurse,  and  thereby  drew  on  himself  a 
blow  which  sent  him  away  whining  in 
his  iiiarticnlate  way  ;  whilst  I,  tearfully 
protesting  that  Pluto  was  not  a  brute  nor 
I  a  bmt,  and  that  I  had  not  forgotten 
Sunday,  for  father  had  oiilj-  just  giv¬ 
en  me  my  Sunday  gingerbread,  was  drag¬ 
ged  down  the  steps  of  the  dear  old  gar¬ 
den,  from  terrace  to  terrace,  whining  in 
my  half-articulate  way. 

And  I  also  remember  to  this  day,  my 
father  standing  at  the  door  of  the  Sum¬ 
mer  parlor,  which  opened  on  the  garden, 
welcoming  me  with  open  arms,  caressing 
aud  comforting  me,  aud  saying  that 

‘Clothes  did  not  matter  at  all  if  I 
would  only  be  his  own  dear  little  Bride, 
and  not  cry.’ 

But  clothes  did  matter,  as  I  knew  too 
well  in  my  feminine  experience,  aud  as 
nurse  protested,  ‘  How  should  master 
know  about  clothes,  poor  dear  soul,  who 
had  neither  to  make  nor  to  mend,  nor  to 
starch  nor  to  iron  ?  Men,  the  wisest  of 
tbem,  always  talked  as  if  clothes  grew 
upon  children  like  fur  upon  kittens.  ’ 

They  mattered,  indeed,  so  much  to 
me,  that  I  had  never  any  difficulty  at  all 
in  receiving  the  narrative  of  Genesis  con¬ 
necting  clothes  with  tho  Fall  rather  than 
the  Creation  of  man,  .as  a  most  rational 
explanation  of  the  nature  of  things,  be¬ 
ing  already  quite  convinced  from  my  own 
history  that  they  could  never  have  been 
originally  intcudod  as  e^ssentials  in  any 
beneficent  scheme  of  the  universe. 


Only,  Piers  aud  I  used  in  after  years 
frequently  to  lament  that  tho  primitive 
institution  of  skins  had  not  been  adher¬ 
ed  to. 

.Also,  I  suspect,  clothes  had  much  to 
do  with  that  next  step  which  made  so 
grciit  a  change  in  our  lives. 

I  have  little  doniit  it  was  a  sense  of 
liis  incapacity  for  contending  with  the 
difficulties  siiringing,  not  from  the  char¬ 
acters  of  his  children,  but  from  their 
clothes,  feminine  and  infantine,  with  all 
the  feiuiiiiiie  care  and  attendance  inci¬ 
dent  thereunto,  that  induced  him  to 
place  at  the  head  of  his  house  the  dis¬ 
creet  and  soher-minded  gentlewoman 
who  became  onr  stepmother  ;  clothes,  I 
mean,  in  the  larger  sense, — convention¬ 
alities,  customs,  proprieties. 

The  reign  of  C’lothes  certainly  did  not 
cease  with  my  stepmother.  Only  the 
signification  of  the  word  extended.  Con¬ 
ventionalities,  customs,  proprieties,  all 
tbe  ritual  of  life,  these  were  her  standard 
measures,  her  household  gods,  her  sacred 
Hcriptnres,  or  at  least  her  tradition  of 
the  elders,  which  brought  them  down  to 
practice  ;  her  Talmud  if  not  her  Penta¬ 
teuch.  AA'ith  most  of  ns,  I  siqtjiose,  our 
practical  commentaries  are  uii written. 

On  the  Upjier  Olympus,  doubtless, 
w  ith  her  as  with  others,  safe  enthroned 
the  serene  far-off  orthodox  divinities,  but 
liy  the  hearth  were  acknowledged  two 
presiding  powers,  one  deprecated  as  the 
root  of  mischief,  aud  the  other  honored 
with  daily  incense  and  libation.  Her 
evil  genius  was  Enthusiasm  ;  her  pro¬ 
tecting  divinity.  Moderation. 

To  understand  the  Bible  or  anything 
properly,  she  would  have  considered  that 
every  text  should  be  underlined  with 
‘  Let  everything  be  done  decently  aud 
in  order,’  and  ‘Let  your  moderation  be 
known  unto  all  men.’ 

AA’ith  her,  sin  was  doing  anything  too 
vehemently  ;  heresy,  believing  anything 
j  too  intensely  ;  justice  between  contend¬ 
ing  parties  was  thinking  everyone ecpial- 
ly  wrong ;  charity,  thinking  every  one 
equally  right ;  the  Christian  warfare  an 
armed  neutrtility  ;  truth  the  residuum 
after  the  extraction  of  all  extreme  opin¬ 
ions  ;  paradise,  the  place  where  all  exag¬ 
gerated  ideas  aud  characters  are  either 
absent  or  kept  quiet. 

.At  least  such  was  the  impression  she 
made  on  me  in  the  exaggerations  of  my 
childish  imagination  ;  for  hers  was  a 
moderation  which  always  tempted  me  in¬ 
to  extremes,  and  it  is  only  later  that  I 
learned  to  be  just  to  her.  She  was  as 
kind  as  any  one  can  be  without  sympa¬ 
thy,  as  just  as  any  one  can  be  without 
imagination.  She  adhered  as  faithfully 
to  the  golden  rule,  ‘  As  ye  would  that 
men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also  to 
them,’  as  any  one  can  do  who  has  no  con¬ 
ception  of  the  differences  between  men, 
between  the  ‘they’  and  the  ‘you,’  no 
idea  of  the  patient  study  of  circumstance 
aud  character  which  the  true  fulfilling 
of  the  precept  involves. 

In  later  years,  moreover,  we  grew  to 
understand  each  other  better  ;  as  she  and 
I  both  learned,  I  trust,  something  from 
each  other,  and  more  from  life. 

And  in  earlier  years,  I  can  see  now,  if 
not  the  good  she  did  me,  at  least  some¬ 
thing  of  the  evils  from  which  she  kept 
me. 

It  is  good  for  us  all  to  have  some  ice 
in  our  lives.  It  makes  the  air  fresher, 
and  restrains  the  enthusiasm  which  is 
meant  to  enrich  the  Summers  and  mid¬ 
dle  levels  with  living  waters  and  life-giv¬ 
ing  soil,  from  overflowing  too  early  in 
the  Spring  lime  on  the  higher  levels, 
and  so  evaporating  in  mists  of  sentiment, 
or  being  lost  in  marshes  of  vague  good 
intention. 

Much  fond  and  foolish  talk  there  w^as, 
no  doubt,  in  the  nursery,  when  it  was 
announced  that  Mr.  Danescombe,  my  fa¬ 
ther,  was  about  to  marry  Miss  Euphrasia 
Weston. 

Faltering  exhortations  were  addressed 
to  me  by  nurse  as  to  the  duties  of  our 
new  relationship  to  the  good  lady  who 
was  coming  to  be  onr  “  new  mother,” 
congratulations  whose  compassionate 
tones  made  me  iuteiqnet  them  into  con¬ 
dolences.  For  children,  like  dogs,  read 
speech  as  if  it  were  music,  by  tones 
rather  than  by  words. 

The  only  words  of  her  exhortations 
which  made  any  impression  on  me,  were 
those  terrible  promises  of  a  “new  mo¬ 
ther.”  To  me  they  were  what  to  a  de¬ 
vout  Jew  might  have  been  the  promise  of 
a  “new  God.” 

In  those  days  the  French  words,  vul¬ 
garized  by  bad  nursery  pronunciation 
into  jiapa  and  mamma,  which  would  be  so 
intolerable  if  they  were  not  hallowed  to 
two  or  three  generations  by  the  lispings 
of  baby  lips,  had  not  yet  been  introduc¬ 
ed  into  England,  or  at  least  had  not  pen¬ 
etrated  to  our  social  level  in  onr  little 
country  town.  There  was,  therefore, 
no  convenient  intermediate  conventional 
term,  expressive  rather  of  position  than 
relationshii>. 

And  the  sacred  name,  mothjr,  was  not 
in  my  Protestant  childhood,  distributed 
ill  the  liberal  manner  since  the  fashion 
among  any  benevolent  ladies  who  under¬ 
take  the  charge  of  young  girls,  good  or 
naughty.  In  those  days  women  only 
became  mothers  through  a  mother’s 
anguish  and  joy. 

To  me  ‘  mother  ’  ncant  one  only  in¬ 
comparable  love,  one  only  irreparable 
loss  ;  love  which  had  loved  me,  me  as  I 
was,  not  any  goodness  or  beauty  in  me, 
not  my  clothes,  nor  qiy  behavior,  bn* 
me,  her  little,  help^,  longing,  clinging 
Bride  ;  loss  which  i^ad  left  my  childhood, 
consciously  or  uniongciously,  one  long 
empty  craving,  ‘  fei.Rug  after  if  haply  I 
might  find  ’  wings  to  brood  over  me, 
arms  to  fold  me  like  k.ers. 

But  now  nurse  seemed  to  expect  me  to 
transfer  that  dear  lost  name  in  this  easy 
way  to  an  unknown  (Quantity,  as  if  it 
meant  nothing,  like  a  nonsense  nursery 
rhyme  ;  as  if  life  mean^  nothing  but  a 
‘  make-believe  ’  play  with!  dolls.

Historical. — Lot  was  at  first  cssoeiatecl 
with  Abram.  A  separation  bcctime  nooes- 
sarv.  Lot  had  his  choice  of  the  whole 
laud,  aud  ••  he  pitched  his  tent  to'ward 
Sodom.”  Tliaf  was  a  very  serious  mis¬ 
take.  He  liad  more  regard  to  the  coun¬ 
try  than  to  the  character  of  its  iuhahi- 
tauts.  He  chose  Sodom  because  there 
he  could  hojie  to  aecnmulate  wealth  rap¬ 
idly,  but  run  the  fearful  risk  of  mining 
the  character  of  his  family.  He  gained 
wealth,  but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  his 
children  lost  tlieir  souls  as  a  result  of  his 
choice  of  Sodom  for  a  liome. 

Having  pitched  his  tent  toward  Sod¬ 
om,  it  was  of  little  avail  that  he  vexed 
hi.s  righteous  soul  on  account  of  the 
filthy  conversation  of  the  people  among 
whom  he  lived.  They  saw  (hat  he  was 
as  zealous  to  secure  gain  as  they,  and 
they  perhaps  told  him  that  when  he  was 
in  Sotlom  he  must  do  as  the  Sodomites 
did,  and  not  attempt  to  mingle  religion 
with  business. 

Licentiousness  was  the  great  crime  of 
Sodom,  and  God  determined  to  destroy 
the  eitj'.  Bead  the  conversation  be¬ 
tween  Abram  and  the  angels,  Genesis 
xviii.  lti-33. 

Lot  had  not  succeeded  in  leading  nine 
persons  into  the  way  of  righteousness 
during  all  his  residence  in  Sodom.  If 
ten  righteous  persons  had  been  found, 
then  the  city  would  have  been  saved. 

He  was  warned  to  flee,  and  permission 
was  given  him  to  briog  his  whole  family 
out  with  him.  So  he  went  to  Lis  soiis- 
iii-law  and  said  “  Up,  get  you  out  of  this 
place,  for  the  Lord  will  destroy  this 
city.  But  he  seemed  as  one  that  mock¬ 
ed,  unto  his  sons-in-law.”  They  proba¬ 
bly  thought  that  the  old  man  was  crazy, 
or  fanatical,  or  superstitious,  or  an  enthu¬ 
siast.  Aud  i>robably  there  was  no  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  coming  storm  to  be  seen. 
“  No  sign  was  there  of  change.  All  na¬ 
ture  moved  in  wonted  harmony.  NIen 
as  they  met.  in  morning  salutation,  prais¬ 
ed  the  day,  aud  talked  of  common 
things.  ”  Aud  yet  the  day  of  doom  was 
just  upon  them. 

Escape  for  thy  life. — Even  Lot  him¬ 
self  lingered,  and  the  angels  xvere  com¬ 
pelled  to  take  hold  of  his  hands,  and  of 
the  hands  of  his  wife  aud  of  his  two 
daughters  to  bring  them  forth.  If  they 
had  been  left  to  themselves,  they  would 
doubtless  have  lingered  to  their  de¬ 
struction.  After  they  were  fairly  out  of 
the  city  they  were  warned  to  hasten,  not 
to  look  behind,  not  to  stay  in  all  the 
plain,  hut  to  escape  to  the  mountain 
lest  they  be  consumed. 

Is  it  not  a  litlle  one  ?— Then  lingering 
Lot  is  yet  unwilling  to  do  just  exactly  as 
God  directs  him  to  do,  and  be  begs  to 


I  be  permitted  to  stop  short  of  the  moun- 
i  tain,  at  the  little  city  of  Zoar.  He  is  so 
!  tired  th.at  he  fears  he  cannot  reach  the 
\  mountain  before  tbe  storm  shall  tiver- 
take  him,  and  he  asks  God  to  spare  just 
this  little  city  for  a  dwelling  place  for 
himself  aud  his  family. 

This  was  not  God’s  plan,  but  consent 
is  given  to  Lot  to  try  his  plan  of  .salva¬ 
tion  if  he  thinks  best,  and  he  stops  at 
Zoar. 

Th«  Storm  of  Fire. — About  sunrise 
Lot  came  to  Zoar,  and  then  (hid  rained 
fire  and  brimstone  upon  the  cities  of  the 
plain,  and  they  were  utterly  destroyed. 
Abraham  saw,  and  lo  the  smoke  of  ‘the 
country  went  up  as  tbe  smoke  of  a  fur¬ 
nace.” 

The  whole  appearance  of  the  region  of 
the  Dead  Sea  is  in  harmony  with  the  facts 
here  recorded. 

Lot’s  H'ife. — She  disobeyed  God.  She 
lingered,  looked  back,  did  just  what  the 
was  warned  not  to  do,  was  overtaken  by 
the  saline  storm,  and  perished  and  be¬ 
came  a  monument  of  the  sin  and  folly  of 
neglecting  to  regard  God’s  warnings.  It 
may  be  that  as  in  a  drifting  snow  storm 
the  snow  v.ould  naturally  gather  about  a 
frozen  man  on  his  journey  and  so  make  a 
snow  pillar  where  he  stands,  the  storm  of 
ashes,  bitumen,  and  salt  gathered  about 
the  stricken  wife  of  Lot  and  made  there  a 
“  pillar  of  salt.”  That  a  pillar  of  salt  is 
possible  ill  that  region,  is  evident  from 
the  statement  of  the  explorer  Lynch,  who 
in  1848  found  a  pillar  of  solid  salt  near 
the  Dead  Si  a,  about  forty  feet  high.

UNION  THEOLOGIO.AL  SEMINARY. 

The  Presbifteriiui  of  Halifax, 

eoutaiiis  the  following  letter  from  thi.s 
city,  dated  Jau.  IGtii,  written  by  a  stu- 
deut  in  the  Seminary  who  is  here  from 
the  Pi’oviiices.  It  will  interest  many  of 
our  readers : 

Mr.  RlHor, — For  some  weeks  I  have 
been  intending  to  give  you  a  short  letter, 
respecting  the  present  standing  and  future 
pro.spects  of  the  above  Uiimcd  Seminary. 
The  atteudiiuee  this  session  is  tinpreee- 
dentedly  large.  No  less  than  fourteen! 
States  of  the  Union  are  represented  here, 
and  ill  addition  thereto  there  are  five 
young  men  from  Ontario,  two  from  Nova 
Scotia,  one  from  P.  E.  IsLind,  one  from 
Ceylon,  and  one  from  China.  The  entire 
number  enrolled  is  one  liuudred  and 
twenty.  They  come,  as  you  see,  from 
east,  west,  north,  iiiid  south  ;  hut  meet¬ 
ing  on  a  common  platform  as  Christians, 
their  voices  mingle  in  praise  and  prayer 
as  though  they  were  all  meuibors  of  one 
family,  as  in  truth  they  are. 

The  uiiijoritj'  of  those  pre.sent  this 
Winter,  as  generally,  are  Presbyterians  ; 
with  a  strong  representation  of  Congro- 
gatioualists,  with  here  and  there  a  Bap¬ 
tist,  an  Episeoimliaii,  and  a  Metliodi.'t. 
Still  notwithstanding  this  apparent  di¬ 
versity  of  interests  aud  views  gatliered 
here,  the  utmost  good  feeling  and  fellow¬ 
ship  prevail.  Not  uufrequeutly  you  may 
see  the  mo.st  rigid  Calvinist  linked  arm 
inai-m  with  a  stout  Ariiriaiin,  ora  brother 
who  believes  in  “  mueli  water’’  earnesfly 
conferring  on  niuttei's  of  vital  interest, 
with  another  who  in  “  uneou-cious  in¬ 
fancy  had  only  a  little  water  sprinkled 
upon  his  face.”  So  too  the  Episcopalian 
'  and  the  Dissenter  stand  in  the  same 
rank  and  work  admirably  together.  F 
think  there  is  not  a  Pre.shyterian  hero 
wlio  does  not  welcome  gladly,  the  ap- 
pearanceof  these  other  denominations  in 
our  midst.  Wc  learn  to  know  each  other 
better,  and  knowing  each  other  better, 
we  learn  to  love  one  another  more,  by  our 
thus  coming  together. 

Up  to  last  Winter,  thi.s  Seminary  attract¬ 
ed  few  if  any  young  men  from  tl:o  Briti.sh 
Provinces.  As  far  as  I  can  learn  the  P. 
E.  Islander,  four  Ontario  men,  and  the 
writer,  will  be  almost  the  first  provincials 
'  ever  graduated  frt  in  this  institution. 

In  the  Fall  of  1871,  my  room  mate  aud 
I  stood  alone  in  this  Seminary— as  the 
representatives  of  the  Queen’s  dominions.

1  Winter  we  are  right  strong.  Some  of  the 
I  Ontario  men  came  over  to  this  country

I  both  institutions  tliey  decided  in  favor  of 
Union. 

The  religious  tone  of  onr  Seminary  life, 
I  am  glad  to  saj’’,  is  much  superior  tiiis 
Winter  to  anything  I  liave  witnessed  here¬ 
tofore.  .\  deep  earnestness  has  settled 
down  upon  many  hearts,  aud  a  spirit  of 
eonseeration  seems  to  cliaracterize  a  good 
number  of  our  students.  I  think  I  may 
truly  say  that  all  our  religious  meetings 
are  seasons  of  deep  spiritual  interest,  and 
mostly  seasons  of  great  refreshing.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  class  of  prayei- 
iiieotings  of  the  Seminary,  numerous  in¬ 
stances  occur,  w  here  a  little  band  gathers 
•for  united  and  importunate  prayer,  for 
the  outpouring  of  God’s  Holy  Spirit  up¬ 
on  the  institution,  that  evei-y  heart  may 
be  filled,  and  every  soul  blessed.  These 
gatherings,  numbering  variously  from 
three  to  ten  or  twelve  men,  sometimes 
last  for  two  and  even  three  hours,  and 
then  it  is  hard  to  jiart.  Other  hearts  are 
doubtle.ss  jiraying  for  us,  aud  answers  arc 
descending.  I  cannot  but  look  upon 
these  little  friendly  gatherings  in  difl’er- 
ont  rooms,  of  small  groups  of  students, 
as  one  of  the  most  hopeful  and  cheering 
feature's  of  our  Winter’s  course.  Young 
men  full  of  life'  aud  action,  pressed  witli 
a  multiplicity  of  studies,  and  having 
withal  a  healthy  ambition  to  excel,  will 
not  thus  meet  and  siiend  hemrs  together 
in  an  exercise  in  which  they  have  no  real 
elelight-— no  living  pleasure.  That  they

.sand  and  one  attractiems  aud  manifolel 
allurements,  must  be,  I  think,  a  source  of 
gratitude  aud  re  joicing  to  every  Christian 
heart.  The  lack  of  tliat  spirit  of  levity, 
whieli  too  often  is  found  even  in  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminaries,  and  the  presence  of  a 
strong  deep  current  of  religions  thought 
and  action,  is  making  our  Winter  pass 
plea.suntly  and  raiiidly  away. 

The  future  of  (his  institution  looks  de¬ 
cidedly  hopeful.  Tile  name  of  “Union” 
is  now  widely  and  faveirably  known.  Its 
faculty  is  conqiosed  of  men  of  note  and 
aliility.  Their  names  are  known  world¬ 
wide.  A  new  chair  lias  very  recently  been 
created,  which  is  to  have  special  charge 
of  Pastoral  Theology,  and  Mi.ssioiis. 
Thus  a  growing  want  which  daily  is  be¬ 
coming  more  and  more  felt  will  he  sup¬ 
plied.  This  in.stitntion  has  now  seven 
chairs  in  all,  and  when  tho.se  now  vaeant 
are  once  filled  by  “  tlie  round  men  in  the 
round  Itolos” — it  will  rank  second  to 
none  on  this  continent. 

Ill  the  course  of  a  few  years  the  classes 
will  be  removed  to  the  new  building  which 
is  soon  to  he  erected  a  short  distance 
above  tk'iitral  Park,  ('ii  one  of  the  most 
lovely  and  commanding  sites  to  be  found 
anywlierc  in  the  vicinity  of  this  city. 
With  the  enlarged  facilities  it  will  then

•  It  would  not  require  many  articles  of 
this  stamp  to  reduce  Mr.  Herbert  Spen¬ 
cer’s  theories  to  a  sad  discount.  His 
real  merits  as  a  writer,  and  his  extensive 
acquaintance  with  a  broad  range  of  sci¬ 
ence,  are  unquestionable.  But  when  he 
combines  with  his  speculations  such  in¬ 
congruous  elements,  or  is  shown  to  be 
so  inconsistent  with  himself,  only  to  get 
rid  of  the  obnoxious  theory  of  an  “  orig¬ 
inating  mind,”  his  name  loses  all  its  au¬ 
thority.  Thinking  men,  who  reflect  up¬ 
on  such  an  exposure  as  Mr.  Bowne  has 
made,  will  not  be  carried  away  with  a 
blind  enthusiasm  for  this  leader  of 
“modern  thought.” 


bring  her  into  collision  with  England  in 
Central  Asia  ;  but  for  all  this  it  might 
not  be  useless,  and  it  properly  constitut¬ 
ed  and  conducted,  its  own  precedents 
would  ere  long  invest  it  with  a  moral 
power  that  would  go  far  to  uphold  a  just 
cause,  even  though  weak  in  arms. 

We  are  not  sure  that  the  time  is  ripe 
or  the  world  ready  for  it,  neither  can  we 
doubt  that  we  are  nearing  the  jreriod 
when  it  must  be  introduced  and  com 
mand  the  respect  and  confidence  of  civ¬ 
ilized  nations.  If  our  own  exaniirle  with 
that  of  England  in  the  Washington  treaty 
and  the  Geneva  arbitration,  shall  con¬ 
duce  to  the  desired  result,  it  will  be  a 
matter  of  congratulation,  not  only  to  us 
but  to  the  whole  civilized  world. 


HERBERT  SPENCER  AND  “MOD¬ 
ERN  THOUGHT.” 

Herbert  Spencer  is  regarded  by  many 
as  the  leading  prophet  of  what  is  called 
■“Modern  Thought.”  He  is  beyond 
question  one  of  the  ablest  thinkers  on 
his  side  of  the  house.  He  can  scarcely 
be  called  an  atheist.  He  is  too  thought¬ 
ful  an  observer  to  deny  that  there  is 
some  great  mystery  lying  back  of  all  the 
phenomena  of  science.  Perhaps  he  re¬ 
gards  it  as  almost  a  matter  of  indifference 
whether  that  something  is  called  God  or 
Nature.  But  he  knows  very  well  that 
when  he  has  pronounced  it  “the  un¬ 
known  ”  and  “  the  unknowable,”  he  has 
placed  it  outside  of  the  category  of  in¬ 
vestigation,  and  relieved  himself  of  all 
obligation  to  determine  whether  it  is  an 
intelligent  Being,  or  merely  a  blind  and 
indefinable  force. 

When  a  man  with  Herbert  Spencer’s 
ability  takes  such  a  position,  it  is  by  no 
means  an  easy  thing  to  dislodge  him. 
man  like  Pres.  Porter  may  speak  almost 
contemptuously  of  the  deceptive  subtle 
ties  of  his  philosophy,  but  hundreds  of 
readers,  confused  if  not  convinced  by  his 
reasoning,  will  regard  him  as  at  least  a 
master-teacher,  and  a  philosophical  sage 
It  is  well,  therefore,  that  his  positions 
should  be  examined  and  defined  to  the 
comprehension  of  all  who  are  interested 
in  the  matter.  We  are  therefore  grati 
fied  to  find  in  the  January  number  of 
the  Nero  Englander  an  excellent  article 
on  Herbert  Spencer’s  “Laws  of  the 
Knowable,”  by  Mr.  Borden  P.  Bowne, 
which  brings  the  philosopher  down  to 
the  level  of  common  apprehension.  He 
at  least,  in  the  light  of  this  article,  will 
remain  to  his  fond  but  misled  admirers 
no  longer  the  great  unknown  or  unknow¬ 
able. 

We  can  only  advert  to  one  or  tw 
points  in  Mr.  Bowne’s  argument.  He 
shows  us  that  in  Parti.  of.Mr.  Spencer 
PmsT  PniNciPiiES.  he  holds  that  a  self- 
existent  Creator  is  an  untenable  explan 
ation  of  the  universe,  because  self-exist 
ence  is  strictly  “inconceivable,”  as  we 
can  form  no  conception  of  the  exist 
•  ence  without  a  beginning,  which  is  hn 
plied  in  self-existence.  Yet  in  Part  II, 
we  are  told  with  undoubting  assurance 
that  mailer  was  never  createtl,  and  of 
course  that  it  has  existed  through  a  past 
eternity.  But  such  a  conception  as  this 
^  is  just  as  impossible  as  that  of  an  intelli 
'  gent  existence  without  a  beginning.  “  To 
oottgeLve  existence  through  infinite  past 
time,  implies  the  conception  of  infinite 
past  time,  which  is  impossible.”  Plain 
]||Kl^s  imi>ossibility  of  conceiving  ex 
iMence  without  a  beginning,  is  not  allow 
ed  impartial  ai>plication.  It  is  made  to 
do  service  for  materialism,  but  when  the 
attempt  is  made  to  apply  it  in  a  direction 
with  which  Mr.  Spencer  is  not  in  sym¬ 
pathy,  he  imposes  his  veto.  His  incon¬ 
sistency  is  fatal  to  all  respect  for  his 
speculations. 

In  his  attempt  to  show  the  correlation 
of  the  physical  forces,  he  confounds 
force  and  motion  in  a  way  that  is  very 
absurd.  Heat,  for  iu.stance,  is  “  a  mode 
of  force  ”  and  “a  mode  of  motion  ”  at 
the  sjvme  time,  although  force  really  is 
the  cause,  and  motion  is  the  effect.  But 
in  essaying  to  prove  the  correlation  of 
phy.sic;d  and  vital  forces,  Mr.  S2>enccr’s 
logic  is  si)ecially  vulnerable.  He  makes 
life  synonymous  with  its  conditions. 
No  life  without  snnsliiue,  therefore  .sun¬ 
shine  is  life !  Such  are  i>remi.ses  and 
conclusion.  Surely  it  needs  all  the  faith 
which  Mr.  Spencer’s  authority  can  war¬ 
rant  to  bridge  such  a  gulf  as  that.  Mr. 
Huxley  too  comes  in  for  pas.siug  notice. 
He  makes  “  i>rotoi)lasm  ”  the  basis  of 
life,  and  yet  life  the  only  .soui’ce  of  “  jiro- 
toplasm”!  This  is  the  i)rogress  of  a 
treadmill.  We  know  not  “whether  the 
hen  produces  the  egg  or  the  egg  the 
hen.”  All  the  light  we  get  here  is 
the  suggotion  that  2>o.ssibly  in  some  ex¬ 
traordinary  state  of  things  long 
“  proto2)lasm  ”  c.ame  from  something 
without  life,  something  inorganic. 

Butthc<2ue8tiou,  whence  comes  ‘force,’ 
or  what  is  it  ?  remains.  li.as  it  anything 
to  do  with  i)ower  of  will,  or  is  it  inde¬ 
pendent  of  it  ?  Is  it  a  blind,  restless 
something,  operative  in  a  thousand  way.s, 
bat  self-originated,  and  of  course  never 
beginning  to  be,  and  thus  to  be  branded 
as  “ inconceivable ”  and  “impossible.” 
Difficulties  thicken  as  we  investigate  it. 
“  The  eonce2)tion  of  an  impersonal  force 
!M  matter,  is  really  opposed  to  the  law  of 
inertia.  Is  force  outside  of,  and  sepa¬ 
rate  from,  matter  ?  Is  it  in  fact  imma¬ 
terial?  “One  doctrine  is  that  matter 
aannot  move  itself  ;  another  is  that  mat- 
'  ter  con  move  itself  which  are  we  to  be¬ 
lieve  ?  Let  the  scientists  of  Herbert 
Spencer’s  school  take  which  horn  of  the 
dilemma  they  choose.  Comte  himself 
says,  “The  order  of  nature  is  doubtless 
very  imperfect  in  every  respect,  but  its 
production  is  far  more  withl 

^^^^*^.sof  an  intelligent  will,  than 
«iin  that  of  a  blind  mechanism.” 

It  is  singular  into  what  positions  men 
will  rash  to  escape  the  alternative  of  ad¬ 
mitting  the  existence  of  an  “  originating 
mind.”  Mr.  Bowne  says  with  a  severity 
th.it  is  fully  deserved  :  “  That  such  a 
book  [Herbert  Spencer’s]  "Should  have 
hold  a  promioont  position  in  science  for 
nearly  ten  ye  irs.  is  thj  best  example  we 
can  recall  of  the  ‘  at  Ability  of  the  hete¬ 
rogeneous.’  ”  Stripping  from  his  theory 
tlie  disguiso  of  his  peculiar  nomeiKlature, 
wc  should  think  60  too.  The  English  phi- 


a  policy  that  resolves  Christianity  into  j 
Vatican  decrees  and  Roman  absolutism. 
If  the  Catholic  World  would  investigate 
such  questions  as  who  were  the  authors 
of  the  writ  de  heretico  comburendo  which 
disgraces  English  legislation — who  falsi¬ 
fied  the  Parliamentary  record  to  crush 
out  the  Lollards,  and  sundry  others  that 
might  be  named,  and  then  spread  before 
its  readers  tbe  results  of  an  impartial  ex¬ 
amination,  it  would  perform  a  2iublic  ser¬ 
vice  second  only  to  exposing  the  unholy 
com2)act  between  a  certain  religious  body 
and  tlie  late  New  York  Ring.

Sib  :  While  I  feel  it  a  pleasure  to  thank 
you  for  a  very  genial  and  too  eulo¬ 
gistic  critique  on  me  and  my  work,  I 
venture,  with  much  deference,  to  suggest 
the  softening  of  one  2iaragraph:  “In  some 
of  his  books  he  indulged  in  2>ro2)betic 
speculations,  which  are  now  laughed  at.” 
I  really  never  indulged  in  such  specula¬ 
tions.  All  I  have  attempted  has  been  the 
solution  of  prophecies,  ins2iired  and  in 
the  Word  of  God.  I  repeatedly  stated 
that  my  interpretation  of  dates  may  or 
may  not  be  true.  But  now  I  state  that 
the  events  succeeding  1867, — the  fall  of 
the  Papacy, — the  detachment  of  the  ten 
kingdoms,  and  the  opening  of  a  Euro¬ 
pean  war,  the  end  of  which  is  not  yet, 
justify  all  I  ever  ventured  to  ex2Jress  or 
expect.  To  show  you  the  judgment 
pronounced  on  my  interpretation,  by  a 
powerful  secular  paper,  I  enclose  an  ex¬ 
tract  from  the  Times  review.  Unhap¬ 
pily  a  well  known  paper  sets  me  oftener 
than  one  likes  in  caricature  ;  and  peo2>le 
believe  Punch  more  than  me  or  tbe 
Times. 

I  cherish  an  immense  admiration  of 
tbe  American  2Jeo2fie,  and  often  long  to 
see  your  great  country.  This  little  bit 
of  2>ersonal  appreciation  has  led  me  to 
be  guilty  of  tbe  indiscretion  of  tendering 
an  explanation.

The  following  is  the  extract  from  the 
Times  referred  to  ; 

“  The  last  ten  years  have  tvitnessed  so  many 
national  complications,  social  changes,  and  in 
dividual  sufferings— event  has  so  rapidly  thun¬ 
dered  on  event,  and  scone  on  scene — so  altered 
have  the  face  of  Europe  and  the  relations  of 
Cabinets  become,  and  so  unsettled  is  the  Eu¬ 
ropean  sky  at  this  hour,  that  intelligent  and 
sober-minded  men  have  begun  to  conclude 
that  tbe  sublime  predictions  uttered  on  the 
Mount  1800  years  ago,  are  being  daily  transla¬ 
ted  into  modern  history.  Dr.  Gumming  quotes 
an  array  of  names  who  concur  with  him  in 
looking  to  1867  (not,  as  ignorantly  char-ged, 
prophesying  the  end  of  the  world, )  as  a  greni 
crisis — a  testing  crisis — intersected  by  the  cari¬ 
ous  lines  of  prophetic  dales.  It  appears  from 
all  this  that  these  writers  on  prophecy  have 
bandied  this  branch  of  investigation  as  others 
treat  geology,  chemistry,  or  astronomy.  It  is 
a  legitimate  subject  of  research.  The  errors 
of  geologists  and  chemists  do  not  fairly  mili¬ 
tate  against  their  respective  fields  ;  and  wo  do 
not  sec  why  the  errors  of  interpreters  of  iiroiih- 
ecy  should  be  adduced  as  a  reason  for  ignoring 
what  is  difiicult  hut  Divinely  commended  to 
our  study.  We  do  not  discover  any  fanaticism 
in  the  work  on  prophecy  referred  to.  The  wri¬ 
ters  constantly  guard  themselves  against  mis- 
aiiprehension,  repudiating  the  claims  of  the 
prophet,  and  accepting  only  the  relation  of  the 
student.  It  is  not,  therefore,  fair  in  rash  and 
reckless  writers  to  confound  the  sober,  even  if 
mi.staUcn,  students  of  a  grand  text  with  fanat¬ 
ics  and  enthusiasts.  But  whether  these  inter¬ 
pretations  he  right  or  wrong,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  barometer  of  Europe  singularlj' — it 
may  he  accidentally — corro8])onds  with  their 
deductions  from  proiihccy.” 


Dr.  Ciimmiug  will  uuderstauJ,  of 
course,  that  wc  intended  no  disrosiieet 
in  our  criticism,  as  wc  ox2>ressed  our  ad¬ 
miration  for  his  2>rcacbiug,  and  for  much 
that  aiqieavs  in  bis  writings.  It  is  many 
years  since  we  first  heard  him  in  bis 
church  in  Crown  Court,  London,  and  we 
have  never  lost  the  imin’cssion  of  that 
silver  .q^eech,  that  clear,  earnest,  and 
most  im2)rcs.sive  eloquence.  Wo  have 
since  read  his  books  with  an  interc.st  in 
creased  by  the  memory  of  that  S.ibbath 
morning  so  long  ago  ;  and  although  we 
do  not  agree  with  his  interiiretatious  of 
2)ro2)hccy,  aud  cs2>ecially  Avith  his  couli- 
dent  anticipations  of  the  S2>eedy  advent 
of  our  Lord,  yet  wc  commend  most 
heartily  his  devout  aud  reverent  study  of 
the  Word  of  God,  when  all  the  tenden¬ 
cies  of  this  materialistic  age  are  in  the 
*  o2)2)osite  direction  ;  when  not  only  do 
men  of  soience  aud  writers  of  quarterly 
reviews,  .sneer  at  the  Bible,  but  even 
2)02nilar  preachers  t.ake  a  tone  of  apology 
for  it,  and  exalt  their  ov7n  2>etty  fancies 
or  philosophical  s2)eculations  above  that 
Word  of  the  Lord  which  liveth  aud  abid- 
eth  forever. 


INTERNA'i’lONAL  ARBITRATION. 

The  successful  issue  of  the  Washington 
treaty  by  means  of  tbe  Geneva  arbitration 
seems  to  have  excited  a  more  hopeful  in¬ 
terest  in  the  settlement  of  international 
controversies,  without  an  ap2>eal  to  war. 
Certain  members  of  tbe  English  Parlia¬ 
ment  are  prepared  to  bring  in  a  measure 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Court  of  Arbi¬ 
tration,  to  which  international  disputes 
may  be  referred. 

We  are  not  sanguine  of  tfie  success  of 
the  proposed  measure,  even  if  it  should 
secure  adhesion  of  the  leading  pow¬ 
ers  of  the  civilized  world,  and  yet  we 
should  rejoice  to  see  it  brought  forward 
in  the  English  Parliament  or  the  French 
Assembly.  It  worfld  indicate  progress. 
It  would  make  more  conspicuous  and 
familiar  the  possibility  of  evading  war. 
It  would  throw  a  larger  discredit  on  the 
sudden  aud  2)a83iouato  appeal  to  arms 
which  has  so  often  disgr.vcod  oar  modern 
civilization.  It  is  not  2>robablo  that  any 
court  wliiob  might  be  constituted  would 
arrest  the  aggrossivo  polioy  of  Russia, 
plarcd  as  she  is  to-day,  when  all  her  pres- 
ti"’i‘  is  staked  on  2J^r.>overiag  adherence 


A  DIVISION  WHICH  OUGHT  TO 
TAKE  PLACE. 

F or  many  years  the  leaven  of  Sacrameu- 
tarianism  has  been  at  work  in  the  German 
Reformed  Church  iu  this  country.  The 
denomination  is  of  such  limited  numbers 
aud  strength  that  its  internal  affairs  have 
attracted  little  attention  outside  of  its 
own  ecclesiastical  pale.  But  on  a  small 
scale  it  has  been  going  through  an  expe¬ 
rience  not  unlike  that  of  tbe  Established 
Church  of  England.  If  it  has  not  bad  its 
“Father  Ignatius”  or  Mr.  Bennett,  it  is 
because  they  have  been  known  by  differ¬ 
ent  names.  The  Mercersberg  Review  has 
been  tbe  able  organ  of  tbe  party  which  it 
represents,  and  its  utterances  have  been 
frequently  as  High  Church  aud  “  Churcli- 
ly”  as  any  Ritualist  could  desire. 

But  the  02Aposition  to  the  innovators 
is  neither  to  be  coaxed  nor  bribed  into 
silent  acquiescence.  The  Evangelical 
party,  weak  at  Mercersberg,  have  estab¬ 
lished  Ursinus  College  for  the  2Jor2>oses 
of  theologicaleducation,  aud  placed  Rev. 
Dr.  Bomberger  at  its  head.  A  majority 
of  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Church 
seem  resolved  to  crush  an  institution 
which  does  not  accord  with  the  Merceis- 
berg  theolog}',  aud  which  moreover  is 
not  under  their  care  or  control.  They 
have  ordered  Dr.  Bomberger  to  desist 
from  the  “  disordic  ”  of  teaching  the¬ 
ological  students  at  Ursiuns  College, 
and  to  make  a  finish  of  the  matter,  have 
forbidden  ministers  generally  to  teach 
students  theology  ! 

All  this  maybe  within  the  limits  of  the 
Synod’s  authority,  but  it  will  uot  be  re- 
gartled  by  outsiders  as  either  wise  or 
just.  Nor  will  it  27robably  produce  the 
designed  effect.  We  do  not  aiii’rohend 
that  Dr.  Bomberger  or  his  friemls  will 
be  bound  by  the  Synod’s  action,  or  that 
they  will  consider  it  their  duty  to  submit 
quietly  while  a  majority  of  the  Synod 
2iroposes  at  once  to  tie  their  hands,  and 
take  advantage  of  their  helidessness  to 
flood  the  Church  with  Ritualism. 

Their  attitude  may  be  inferred  from 
the  address  delivered  last  June  to  the 
first  theological  class  graduated  at  Ur- 
siuus  College.  Among  other  things  Dr. 
Bomberger  said ; 

“  It  has  been  regarded  as  no  part  of  the  the¬ 
ological  mission  of  this  school,  to  create  a  rciju- 
tation  by  pretending  to  produce  a  new  system 
of  theology,  erected  upon  a  foundation  neither 
Protestant  nor  Romish,  neither  evangelical 
nor  rationalistic,  but  claiming  to  be,  however 
darkly  and  unintelligibly,  superior  to  all  other 
systems,  and  reared  upon  their  ruins.  Not  to 
undermine  old  foundations  has  been  considered 
our  peculiar  ■work,  but  to  aid  you  in  building 
yourselves  up  upon  them,  as  ou  your  most 
precious  faith.  Hcnco  you  have  found  here 
not  a  theology  boasting  to  be  positive,  whilst 
its  chief  business  has  in  fact  been  negative  and 
destructive,  but  a  system  which,  however  in 
adequately  taught,  has  in  itself  been  the  old 
established  positive  theology  of  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  Reformed  Church.” 

There  is  no  misunderstanding  sticli 
language.  It  indicates  clearly  enough 
the  rei^ugnanco  that  exists  between  tbe 
two  2iarties  in  the  Churcli.  They  cannot 
work  together.  They  can  remain  to¬ 
gether  only  on  the  condition  of  constant 
collision  and  conflict.  Such  a  state  of 
tilings  cannot  endure.  It  is  2)Ossible  that 
iu  refusing  to  obey  the  Synod  Dr.  Bom¬ 
berger  may  force  it  to  take  action  which 
will  leave  the  Evangelicals  a /yce  Church. 


THE  BALLOT  AND  STRIKES. 

England  lias  but  recently  introduced 
the  ballot.  Thus  far  it  has  disaiipointed 
the  fears  and  falsified  the  pro2)hecies  of 
its  foes,  if  it  has  not  exceeded  the  hopes 
of  its  friends.  It  has  02i<?Ded  a  ucav 
chaiiter  in  political  exiiericnce  in  Eng 
land,  aud  there  can  be  little  doubt,  what¬ 
ever  be  the  fate  of  administrations,  that 
it  will  continue  to  maintain  its  ground. 

But  already  it  has  been  found  usefvd 
elsewhere  than  in  the  political  sifiierc. 
In  some  recent  instances  it  has  2>i'ovod 
more  effective  for  the  suppression  of 
strikes,  than  the  mediation  of  Mr. 
Hughes  or  Mr.  Mundella.  In  Ayrshire 
collieries,  to  mention  no  other  instance, 
the  question  of  the  continuance  of  a 
strike  which  followed  on  a  reduction  of 
wages,  was  submitted  to  a  vote  by  ballot. 
This  gave  fair  oiiportunity  for  an  unbi¬ 
assed  ex2)res8ion  of  opinion,  nunwed  Viy 
the  terrorism  of  popular  leaders  or  secret 
cliques  and  organizations,  aud  tbe  result 
was  that  while  a  third  of  the  number  of 
laborem,  out  of  several  hundred  men, 
2)referred  a  middle  course,  the  strike  was 
voted  down  by  a  majority  of  more  than 
three  to  one ! 

This  is  as  it  should  be.  Many  a  strike 
is  tlie  result  of  a  despotic  ascciuhiucy 
secured  by  a  few,  and  those  not  tbe  wor¬ 
thiest,  over  the  mass  of  ignorant  labor¬ 
ers.  The  latter  are  really  coerced  into 
it.  They  are  thus  made  its  victims  iu  a 
double  sense.  If  a  strike  must  take  iilace, 
let  it  not  be  at  the  sacrifice  of  tbe  iude- 
2Acndence  and  manliness  as  well  as  honest 
convictions  of  laborers  avIio  are  simiily 
made  the  tools  of  the  more  de.'3igniug 
and  unscrniAulous. 

Any  workman,  or  body  of  workmen, 
has  of  cf.urse  full  right  to  refuse  work  at 
certain  i^rices,  but  none  should  be  forced 
against  their  Avill  to  take  part  iu  meas¬ 
ures  which  they  did  not  fully  a2Ai>rove. 
It  may  be  that  England’s  experience  with 
the  ballot,  may  open  a  new  cbaiiter  in 
the  history  of  strikes. 


GDITORIAL  NOTES.  j 

Rev.  A.  B.  Morse  of  Wyoming,  Ckairman 
of  tbe  Education  Committee  of  the  Synod 
of  Western  New  York,  has  iirepared  a  stir¬ 
ring  a2>peal  to  tbe  pastors,  sessions,  and 
churches  of  that  Synod,  in  behalf  of  that 
.suffering  cause.  There  is  not  time  to  2>ub- 
lish  it  as  it  was  designed  to  be  published,  to 
effect  the  object  in  view — a  generous  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  funds  of  tbe  Board,  before 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Some  of  the 
facts  it  embodies  ought,  however,  to  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  parties  con¬ 
cerned.  Seventy-six  of  the  churches  be¬ 
longing  to  Synod  failed  to  do  anything  for 
this  cause  last  ye.ar,  and  the  fifty-seven  that 
contributed  gave  only  S1296,  while  the 
clev’eu  candidates  from  the  Synod  were  aid¬ 
ed  to  the  amount  of  $1720.  'I  his  year,  up  to 
Jan.  1st,  the  Board  has  rocei  ved  $7C0,  aud 
ap2)ro2)riated  $1060  on  this  field. 

Facts  like  these — and  this  is  not  the  only 
Synodical  field  from  which  they  might  be 
gleaned  —  ought  to  surpass  the  power  of 
rhetoric  iu  stirring  the  churches  concerned  to 
liberality  in  this  cause.  If  anywhere  in  the 
laud  surely  the  congregations  of  this  favor¬ 
ed  region  ought  to  sustain  their  own  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  ministry.  Does  not  God  call 
them  to  do  it,  aud  shall  uot  the  call  be  hon¬ 
ored?  The  necessities  of  the  Board  unite, 
with  a  2)roper  regard  for  its  own  reputation, 
to  urge  each  delinqiient  church  to  an  im¬ 
mediate  and  hearty  effort  to  sustain  an  im- 
2)erilled  aud  indispensable  department  of 
Church  work. 

A  Minnesota  corres2>ondent  writes  to  The 
Ea'anoelist  :  “We  need  several  earnest, 
2iractical,  self-denying  men,  with  good  com¬ 
mon-sense,  to  occupy  iin2oortant  frontier 
points  in  our  Minnesota  work,  early  in  the 
Siiring.”  It  is,  of  course,  prcsuiucd  that 
such  will  be  2irudeut,  aud  able  to  take  care 
of  themselves  ordinarily,  but  it  is  added  for 
tbeir  comfort  in  case  of  extreme  emergen- 
s  :  “  Among  tbe  large  numbers — bun- 
dreds— frozen  to  death  during  this  un2):vral- 
lelled  aud  terribly  severe  Winter,  I  have  yet 
to  learn  of  but  a  single  ca.se  where  one  of 
our  missionaries  was  frost-bitten,  and  be 
only  froze  an  car.  Has  not  God  taken  care 
of  His  own?  I  hear  of  one  case,  outside 
of  our  number,  where  a  Welch  minister,  a 
Mr.  Evans,  was  himself,  wife,  and  two  chil¬ 
dren  frozen  to  death.” 

We  trust  this  call  to  fill  1121  the  ranks  will 
be  heeded  without  reference  to  the  occasion¬ 
al  rigors  of  the  climate.  Should  it  become 
pretty  well  settled,  as  seems  to  be  intimated, 
that  a  kind  Providence  discriminates  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  Pre.sbyterians,  or  that  “  the  laying 
on  of  the  hands  of  Pre.sbytery  ”  h.as  a  ten¬ 
dency,  among  other  things,  to  keei)  out  the 
cold,  there  will  certainly  be  such  an  acces¬ 
sion  to  our  Home  Missionary  ranks  up  there 
as  our  brother  calls  for. 


A  QUES'nON  PERTINENTLY  ASK¬ 
ED  AND  IMPERTINENTLY 
ANSWERED. 

Tbe  Catholic  World  for  February  bas  a 
sbort  and  superficial  article  on  tbe  ques¬ 
tion  “  Wbo  made  our  Laws?”  Tbe 
question  would  have  been  a  timely  one 
if  tbe  answer  bad  exposed  (as  250ssib]y 
some  of  Mr.  Tweed’s  li’icnds 

might  have  done,)  tbe  corrupt  influences 
by  wliicb  such  legislation  was  brought 
about,  as  bas  imiiosed  n2)on  u.s  an  “Es¬ 
tablished  Cburcb  ”  and  scct.ariau  schools, 
iu  which  tbe  Pkomisb  Catechism  and  Pa- 
2)al  Infallibility  are  taught,  and  Avbicb 
have  absorbed,  for  sites  aud  su2>2)ort, 
hundreds  of  thousands — not  to  say  mil¬ 
lions — of  tbe  2Hiblic  money  !  How  this 
legislation  was  effected,  boAv  tbe  cora2>act 
was  made  between  a  corrupt  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  influence  and  a  corru2)t  2iolitie.d  or 
ganization,  is  a  matter  U2K)n  which  we 
should  be  glad  to  be  enlightened,  and  in 
reference  to  which  w'e  suspect  that  some 
of  the  coutributor.s  to  the  Catholic  World 
might  afford  us  authentic  information. 

But  this  subject  is  left  severely  alone, 
and  instead  wo  are  treated  to  a  disqui.si- 
tion  on  the  merits  of  “the  Church”  iu 
making  the  laws  which  sha2>ed  the  civil¬ 
ization  of  Euro2ie,  as  it  was  at  the  close 
of  the  Middle  Ages.  The  dissertation  is 
short,  shallow,  and  unsatisfactory.  W’hat 
truth  it  has  is  to  the  credit  of  Christian¬ 
ity,  and  not  to  that  of  Romanism.  It  is 
unquestionable  that  even  in  its  corrupt 
form,  Christianity  did  much  for  Europe, 
and  prepared  the  elements  of  all  that  is 
best  in  our  modem  civilization.  The 
men  by  whom  they  were  introduced  and 
applied,  belonged  to  “  the  Church  ”  very 


ANOTHER  FREE  CHURCH  QUES¬ 
TION  IN  SCOTLAND. 

The  Golden  Age  of  Church  Establish- 
meuts  is  goue.  Where  they  still  continue, 
they  are  not  only  put  on  their  good  be¬ 
havior,  but  have  to  fight  for  their  exist¬ 
ence.  South  of  the  Tweed,  Mr.  Miall 
is  just  now  earning  re2)roach  from  men 
who  in  scornfully  terming  him  “  notori¬ 
ous,”  are  really  confe.ssiug  his  2^o'VPri 
He  marshids  the  hosts  that  insist  on  dis¬ 
establishment,  and  who  are  not  likely 
to  rest  upon  their  arras  till  they  have 
won  the  battle. 

Aud  just  now  the  Established  Church 
north  of  the  Tweed  has  its  peculiar  griev¬ 
ance,  but  a  grievance  which  is  a  legiti¬ 
mate  result  of  its  connection  with  the 
State.  Mr,  Gladstone’s  cabinet  have  a27- 
2)oiuted  Dr.  Wallace  to  the  post  of  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  History  iu  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  and  although  his  orthodoxy 
has  never  been  formally  im2ieached,  the 
commission  of  the  Established  Church, 
by  a  nearly  two-thirds  vote  of  about 
ninety  members,  have  2’i'ononnccd  him 
unfit  for  the  270st,  aud  a  man  to  whose 
training  it  would  be  unsafe  to  entrust  the 
education  of  the  future  ministers  of  the 
kirk  ! 

It  is  difficidt  for  the  commission  to  iu 
dieate  their  2mblic  objection  and  27rotest 
without  taking  substautially  the  ground 
of  the  Free  Church  in  1843.  They  oc- 
eu2iy  a  false  2^osition,  the  government 
takes  one  of  their  own  number— all  of 
whom  it  feeds— and  i)uts  him  into  an  im 
2H)rtunt  2^ost.  The  others,  eating  its 
bread,  and  wearing  its  bridle,  are  recal¬ 
citrant.  But  thus  far  they  are  really 
taking,  against  themselve.s,  the  ground 
of  disestablishment.  If  they  submit  to 
the  government  a2i2>ointmcnt,  they  sur¬ 
render  orthodoxy  and  their  own  respon 
sibility  for  the  order  and  2>Hi’ity  of  the 
Church.  If  they  refuse  to  submit,  tlu'y 
arraign  the  action  of  the  government, 
and  virtually  condemn  the  union  of 
Church  aud  State,  upon  which  that  action 
is  based. 


A  National  Convention  in  furtherance  of 
the  project  to  secure  “tlie  religious  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,”  is  advertised  to  assemble  in  the 
Hall  of  the  Cooper  Union  in  this  city  on 
Wednesday,  2Cth  last.,  at  2  o’clock  P.  M. 
This  call  is  signed  by  Divines,  Judges,  and 
Statesmen;  and  tlio  Association,  as  our 
readers  are  aware,  is  presided  over  by 
Judge  Strong  of  the  United  States  Su¬ 
preme  Court.  If  we  may  judge  from  the 
tenor  of  the  circular  before  us,  the  Con¬ 
vention  proposes  to  give  its  cliief  attention 
to  the  subject  of  the  Bible  in  our  common 
schools, — a  topic  wliieli  really  ought  not 
to  bo  prejudiced  by  any  other  question. 
This  National  Association  has  as  yet  but 
few  auxiliaries,  or  local  associations ;  but 
it  is  desired  to  increase  tlicir  number,  and 
to  so  amend  our  national  Constitution  as 
to  suitably  acknowledge  Almighty  God  as 
the  Author  of  the  nation’s  existence,  and 
the  ultimate  source  of  its  authority ;  Jesus 
Christas  its  Ruler;  and  the  Bible  as  the 
fountain  of  its  laws, — and  thus  indicate 
that  this  is  a  Christian  nation.

TUEOLOOICAli  SEMINARY  ON  THE 
PACIFIC  COAST. 

BerrALO,  February  12,  1873. 

Dear  Brother  Field,  As  I  read  Brother 
Dawson’s  letter  from  “  tho  land  where  tho 
Uowors  bloom,”  and  weighed  his  excellent 
arguments  for  tho  immediate  endowment 
of  our  new  Theological  Seminary  upon  the 
Pacific  coast,  I  was  reminded  of  a  refer¬ 
ence  to  tho  same  undertaking  in  a  private 
letter  rocontlj’  received  from  California. 
The  writer  is  a  graduate  of  our  own  Union 
Seminary ;  was  one  of  the  pioneer  mission¬ 
aries  in  185.5  to  the  Golden  State;  and  is 
now  a  Professor  in  tho  State  University  at 
Oakland.  He  writes  as  follows ; 

“  The  Presbyterians  are  now  pushing  their 
Seminary  interest  here,  and  Dr.  Cunningham 
has  gone  to  bog  from  your  strong  Eastern 
churches.  Dr.  D.  W.  Poor  has  resigned  his 
charge  in  Oakland  to  give  his  time  to  the  Sem¬ 
inary.  It  is  a  2>ity  to  have  treo  weak  semina¬ 
ries— one  Presbyterian  and  one  Congregational 
when  the  two  combined  could  be  so  much 
better.  Shall  wc  ever  he  past  this  sharp  de¬ 
nomination  rivalry?  It  works  better  in  a  city 
than  in  a  country  community  ;  and  so  it  works 
better  in  city  seminaries  like  New  York  Union 
than  among  weak  churches,  such  as  we  have 
in  California.  It  is  fearfully  out  of  place  iu  a 
Homo  missionary  parisli  in  this  State.  I  do  not 
see  why  it  is  not  equally  out  of  jilace  in  a  State 
that  is  all  Home  missionary.” 

Is  not  tho  suggestion  contained  in  this 
comment  a  wise  one  ?  Let  us  raise  all 
the  money  that  we  can  for  the  endowment 
of  Presbyterian  theological  professorships 
iqion  the  Pacific  coast — tho  more  the  bet¬ 
ter;  but  can  we  not,  for  the  present,  so 
join  forces  with  our  Congregational  breth¬ 
ren,  that  we  may  do  thoroughly  just  what 
we  are  able  to  do,  and  no  more  ?  'NYe 
know  that  while  the  spirit  of  charily  and 
Christian  union  is  growing,  still  the  tend¬ 
ency  of  the  day  is  more  and  more  to  activ 
ity  in  strictly  denominational  lines.  This 
is  right  and  wise  w'henever  practicable; 
but  is  not  to  be  pressed  at  the  risk  of  mu¬ 
tual  weakness  and  rivalry  almost  enforced 
by  circumstances. 

Our  inevitable  difference  with  our  Con¬ 
gregational  brethren  is  simply  upon  the 
matter  of  Church  polity.  It  would  not 
be  very  difficult  to  agree  upon  the  type  of 
Theology  to  bo  taught ;  and  we  certainly 
should  not  differ  in  regard  to  Exegesis, 
Church  Histoiy,  Homiletics,  and  Pastoral 
Theology.  Instead  of  a  double  cxpen.so 
for  buildings,  ami  a  half-endowment  of 
four  professorships  in  each  seminary,  with 
tho  consciiucnt  starving  of  eight  first-class 
men,  why  cannot  the  two  denominations 
join  hands  in  providing  suitable  accommo¬ 
dations,  and  endowing  fully  tlu^  various 
chairs — oacli  undertaking  to  provide  for 
two  ?  Thus  we  could  work  together  until 
each  was  strong  enough  to  work  efficiently 
alone;  and  the  funds  contributed  upon 
either  side  could  be  kept  distinct ;  so  that 
in  due  time  there  could  be  an  amicable  sep¬ 
aration,  and  each  bid  the  other  God-speed 
in  its  future  independent  career.  Y^ours

Mr.  Secretary  Jackson  of  the  City  Mis¬ 
sion  not  only  furnishes  the  public  a  de¬ 
tailed  account  of  the  important  operations 
of  his  society  from  year  to  year,  but  also 
gives  a  generous  notice  of  the  other  chari¬ 
table  organizations,  with  a  great  variety 
of  useful  information  in  reference  to  the 
churches  and  charities  of  the  city.

The  IIauston.9t  reet  Presbyterian  chnrch, 

the  destruction  of  which  occurred  at  about 
1 .20  1 .  M.  of  Sabbath  last  (in  consequence 
of  the  great  weight  of  snow  upon  its  roof), 
was  a  structure  of  considerable  historical 
importance  in  the  annals  of  Presbyterian¬ 
ism  in  this  city.  It  was  built  in  1831,  and 
took  the  legal  name  of  “  Tho  Third  Free 
Church,”  it  being  one  of  four  such  struc¬ 
tures  erected  about  the  same  time  in  differ¬ 
ent  sections  of  the  city,  in  furtherance  of 
tho  evangelism  which  sprung  from  the 
great  revivals  of  those  days.  It  was  first 
occupied  by  tho  congregation  of  young 
people  gathered  in  Apollo  Hall  (then  in 
Broadway  below  Canal  street)  by  the  elo¬ 
quent  Dr.  Derrick  Lansing,  and  in  which, 
according  to  well  authenticated  tradition, 
there  was  for  some  time  not  a  single  mar¬ 
ried  couple.  On  Dr.  Lansing’s  removal 
from  the  city,  he  was  succeeded  by  tho 
Rev.  N.  E.  Johnson  for  a  few  years.  Tem¬ 
porary  supplies  followed,  and  meantime 
tho  brethren  were  distracted  by  various 
phases  of  the  “  abolition  question,”  as  it 
was  then  termed,  the  majority  votingabout 
the  beginning  of  1838  that  the  colored  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  congregation  should  occupy  tho 
south  gallery,  and  not  select  pews  in  any 
part  of  the  house  they  preferred,  as  here¬ 
tofore.  The  congregation  diminished  un¬ 
der  this  and  other  distractions,  and  it 
might  have  ceased  to  exist  but  for  the  ar¬ 
rival  in  the  city  of  one  who  has  now  been 
honored  in  this  community  as  a  most  suc¬ 
cessful  minister  for  thirty-five  years. 
The  regular  congregation  was  reduced  to 
less  than  a  liundred  people,  when  it  was 
advertised  that  an  eloquent  young  Ken¬ 
tuckian  (albeit  born  near  Utica,  N.  Y.) 
would  supply  the  pulpit  of  the  Free  church. 

Samuel  D.  Burchard  was  then  a  licen¬ 
tiate,  and  engaged  temporarily  in  raising 
funds  for  Danville,  then  under  the  Presi¬ 
dency  of  Dr.  Young.  On  the  completion 
of  this  labor,  which  had  been  undertaken 
almost  unaware,  and  entirely  owing  to  his 
remarkable  success,  first  in  tho  immediate 
neighborhood  of  Danville,  it  was  his  pur¬ 
pose  to  conclude  his  theological  studies  by 
another  year  at  Princeton  or  Union  Serai- 
naiy.  A  great  city  as  a  field  of  labor 
was  not  in  all  his  thoughts.  Ho  greatly 
preferred  a  rural  pastorate.  Young  Bur¬ 
chard  commenced  labors  in  New  York, 
which  ho  supposed  wc-.-e  to  be  of  brief  du¬ 
ration,  in  the  Fall  of  1838.  Of  pleasing 
address,  and  fervent  faith  and  spirit,  it 
was  not  long  before  they  began  to  bo  felt 
in  a  large  section  of  the  city.  The  church 
was  especially  thronged  by  young  people 
in  the  evening ;  and  then  it  was  that  the 
youthful  and  eloquent  preacher  displayed 
his  powers  of  fiuent  and  winning  speech 
to  the  greatest  effect.  He  went  into  his 
pulpit  expecting  that  some  of  his  hearers 
would  bo  converted  bj’  his  discourse.  He 
preached  and  appealed  with  such  a  result 
directly  in  view;  and  it  is  a  matter  of 
veritable  history  that  he  was  not  disap¬ 
pointed.  More  than  one  hundred  became 
members  of  the  church  on  profession  of 
theif  faith  during  the  succeeding  Winter, 
and  the  church  itself  was  revived  into  a 
new  life. 

In  accordance  with  his  plan,  Mr.  Bur¬ 
chard  proposed  to  discontinue  his  services 
when  the  Spring  came,  but  this  the  people 
would  not  hear  of.  They  pressed  him  with 
the  fact  that  ho  had  been  especially  bless¬ 
ed  in  his  new  relations,  that  if  they  were 
severed  the  people  would  again  become 
distracted,  and  unable  to  meet  the  mort¬ 
gage  of  $10,000  vpon  the  church  property, 
and  a  floating  debt  of  about  $5000.  Ho 
yielded  to  these  solicitations,  influenced  by - 
the  most  elevated  of  motives — the  hope  of 
saving  souls.  And  the  Lord  gave  him  this 
precious  hire  in  abundance.  Money  had 
literally  no  part  or  lot  in  the  matter.  It 
was  not  taken  into  account  by  the  young 
pastor,  a  nd  the  people  were  willing  appa¬ 
rently,  that  it  should  bo  so.  The  nominal 
arrangement  was  that  ho  should  have  a 
salary  of  $1000  a  year,  but  of  this  he  re¬ 
ceived  perhaps  a  hundred  dollars  tho  first 
year,  but  a  little  more  the  second,  four 
himdred  tho  fourth,  and  it  ivas  not  until 
the  last  year  of  liis  labors  in  Houston 
street,  of  nearly  eight  years’  continuance, 
that  he  received  the  full  amount  of  salary. 

The  congregation  was  never  a  wealthy 
one.  There  was  a  strong  tendency  even 
then  among  those  who  acquired  means  to 
go  a  little  further  up-town  to  Dr.  Skinner’s 
or  Dr.  Hutton's.  Houston  street  was  a  feeder 
ot  these  and  other  churches,  and  aside 
from  its  pecuniary  aspects,  every  one  was 
content.  Y^ear  after  year  largo  numbers 
were  converted  there — just  how  largo  will 
never  be  known  in  this  world.  As  at  Dr. 
Hatfield’s  old  church  during  the.se  fruitful 
yeai-s,  nolliing  was  more  common  than  for 
pastor  and  session  to  advise  converts  to 
become  connected  elsewhere,  and  with  oth¬ 
er  evangelical  chui’ches  near  which  they 
lived,  or  in  which  they  ivoro  brought  up. 
Thus  a  very  large  percoutage,  estimated 
sometimes  at  one-half,  became  connected 
elsewliere.  Notwithstanding  this,  howev¬ 
er,  those  who  joined  tho  Houston-street 
church  oil  profession  averaged  at  least  100 
during  each  year  of  Dr.  Burchard’s  pastor¬ 
ate  there,  and  the  church  numbered  about 
800  members  at  its  conclusion,  when  it  was 
decided  to  remove  iqi-town.  The  church 
was  very  harmonious  during  all  this  time, 
and  it  5vas  the  pastor’s  liope  that  a  remov¬ 
al  to  a  better  site  would  be  effected  with¬ 
out  divitlod  counsels.  There  seemed  to  be 
every  prospect  of  this  until  tho  site  ou 
Thirteenth  street  was  definitely  fixed  upon. 
This  a  portion  of  the  church  thought  was 
quite  too  far  up-town — a  church  in  the 
fields  rather  than  in  tho  city — and  the  re¬ 
sult  was  that  only  a  strong  colony  went  out 
with  the  pastor  to  start  the  soon  flourish¬ 
ing  Thirteenth-street  Presbyterian  church, 
to  which  Dr.  Burchard  ministers  to  this 
day. 

The  Houston-street  church  has  held  on 
its  way  ever  since,  but  with  diminished  re¬ 
sources  and  prospects.  The  ReTr.  Selden 
Haines,  now  of  Rome,  followed  Dr.  Bur¬ 
chard.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Dickin¬ 
son  of  precious  memory,  who  died  while 
travelling  abroad  for  his  health,  and  was 
buried  in  Edinburgh ;  the  Rev.T.  R.  Smith 
also  preached  there  for  a  time.  The  con. 
gregation  subsequently  became  connected 
with  the  Associate  Reformed  branch  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  under  tho  Rev.  Mr. 
Priestly,  and  it  was  not,  wo  believe,  until 
some  time  after  tbe  oommonoement  of  tho 
Rev.  W.  W.  Page's  connection  with  it  that

A  MODERN  SAUL  OF  TARSUS. 

Conversion  of  Dr.  David  Ifelion. 

Well  do  we  recall  tbe  mingled  sbrpns?® 
and  satisfaction,  w-itii  which  many  years 
ago  we  road  “The  Cause  and  Cure  of 
Infidelity,”  by  the  Rev.  David  Nelson  of 
Kentucky.  Except  one  or  two  paragraphs 
on  matters  of  science,  with  which  the  Doc¬ 
tor  was  not  familiar,  it  was  .simply  fas¬ 
cinating  from  beginning  to  end.  There 
was  a  vividness  of  thought,  a  pictur- 
esqueuoss  of  expression,  that  constitute 
for  the  reader  an  evar  fresh  charm.  Lit¬ 
tle  did  we  know  then,  what  we  learned 
afterwards,  through  what  a  strange  ex¬ 
perience  the  author  had  been  led,  or  how 
in  the  very  depths  of  infidelity,  he  had 
been  prepared  to  appreciate  the  grace  of 
the  Go.spel,  which  he  so  eloquently  com¬ 
mended  to  others. 

As  a  Presbyterian  minister  he  was 
widely  known  aud  admired.  No  pulpit 
needed  any  greater  attraction  than  his 
presence,  if  it  w.is  known  that  he  was  to 
speak.  Dr.  Sjuagiie  iu  his  “Annids” 
has  reeordod  some  most  strikin  g  inci¬ 
dents  in  his  career,  and  they  are  the 
nioi'o  interesting  to  those  wlio  liave  seen 
and  known  the  man.  We  remember  the 
thrill  of  sympathy  created  on  his  last 
visit  to  the  East,  and  subseijuent  to  the 
paralytic  shock  which  shut  him  out  of 
the  pulpit.  When  speaking  of  his  attack, 
he  expressed  a  strong  hope  of  recovery, 
“hew-anted  so  much  to  preach  that  he 
believed  God  would  restore  him.”  But 
God’s  thoughts  were  not  the  same,  aud 
yet  his  eonsohition  might  be,  that 
though  his  lips  were  scaled,  his  pen  was 
as  eloquent  as  ever,  and  his  book  was 
jireaeliing  over  the  broad  continent. 

.Anything  concerning  such  a  man  will 
attract  attention,  and  especially  if  it  re¬ 
lates  to  his  personal  experience.  We 
therefore  give  place  to  an  extract  from  a 
.sketch  of  his  conversion  by  a  corre.spoiul- 
ent  of  the  Interior,  premi.sing  that  the 
change  was  almost  like  that  of  Saul  of 
Tar.sns.  Dr.  Nelson  had  been  a  confirm¬ 
ed  infidel.  Ho  had  been  in  the  army,  ami 
had  thoroughly  learned  some  of  ito  worst 
lessons.  xAltliongli  eminent  as  a  Physi¬ 
cian — before  he  entered  the  miuisti-y — 
he  had  been  found  dead  drunk  in  the 
gutter,  and  had  been  picked  up  iu  a 
plight  like  that  which  tradition  has  re¬ 
ported  of  William  Wirt  at  the  turning- 
point  of  his  career.  The  writer  thus  de¬ 
scribes  the  change  which  took  place  in 
Dr.  Nelson  : 

His  soul,  empty,  dreary  and  desolate,  crav¬ 
ed  something  more  satisfying  to  its  earnest  as¬ 
pirations.  But  he  seldom  attended  preaching 
or  rcatl  the  Bible,  or  .allowed  himself  to  think 
earnestly  on  the  subject  of  rcligiou.  In  the 
good  providence  of  God,  lie  was  called  into  tlie 
country,  where  he  had  to  stay  several  days  witli 
a  patient.  Time  passed  iieavily,  and  to  amuse 
liimself  he  took  from  the  library  a  commen¬ 
tary  oil  tlie  sacred  Scriptures,  and  began  to 
read  the  illustrations  of  tlie  fultilrnent  of 
proplieey.  He  became  deeply  impressed  with 
the  clearly  presented  fact  that  the  Bible  glow¬ 
ed  with  the  omniseicnoe  of  God,  and  must 
have  been  given  by  -■  lioly  men  of  God,  who 
spake  as  they  wore  moved  by  tlic  Holy  (ibost.'’ 
Ho  eagerly  pursued  tho  subject,  and  read 
“Newton  on  the  Prophecies,”  “  Paloy's  Eviden¬ 
ces,”  etc.  He  examined  tbe  iuiidel  objections, 
and  saw  tliat  they  were  perversionsof  the  truth, 
and  a  system  of  lies.  He  compared  the  lives  ol 
Christians  aud  iiitide’s,  and  discovered  clearly 
that  one  was  from  above,  lieavcnly,  the  othcr 
from  beneath,  from  Satan,  the  father  of  lies. 
And  thus  ho  roachud  the  assurcfl  conviction 
th.at  tlie  Jtiblw  is  tlio  word  of  the  living  God. 
It  was  an  awful  coiiviotio.a  that  the  Bible  is  the 
Vv'ord  of  tho  living  God.  It  w.is  an  awful  coii- 
vietioii,  eaiTviiig  with  it  the  assurance  that  lu: 
was  a  ruiiiod  man,  a  guilty,  lost  sinner  ;  and 
starting  into  terrible  life  tbe  inquiry  “  Wliat 
shall  I  do  to  be  saved.”  He  met  the  question 
proiiqitly  in  ettbrts  to  resolve  it  as  the  great 
question  involving  ail  liis  interest  in  time  and 
eternity.  •*  O  wliat  shall  Ido  to  be  saved!” 
Hut  is  there  salvation  for  me  ?  Can  tho  mercy  of 
God  and  the  grace  of  tlie  Lord  Jesus  save  sueb 
a  guilty  sinma-  as  I  am 'f  He  was  not  long  in 
solving  this  phase  of  the  question,  but  fully 
satisfied  himself  that  tlic  love  of  God  that  gave 
His  Sou  to  die  for  tlio  world,  was  iiK  asurclcss  ; 
that  he  that  believetli  shall  be  saved,  and  tha* 
Jesus  is  able  to  save  to  tlic  utti-rmost  Hicm 
who  come  to  God  by  Him.  Thus  was  lie  as¬ 
sured  that  lie  “  tlie  chief  of  sinners”  could  be 
saved. 

Encouraged,  he  pressed  tlic  inquiry.  But 
what  must  /  do  to  be  saved 'f  He  knew  that 
something  must  lie  done  by  liim  as  an  individ¬ 
ual,  as  well  as  in  him  aud  for  liiui,  by  Christ. 
WUni  mart  I  do  to  receive  the  pardoning  and 
new-creating  mercy  of  God?  He  knew  that 
the  obscrvaiiec  of  external  rules  and  ceremou- 
ies,  ablutions  to  tbe  extent  of  draining  the 
ocean,  and  tlie  imposition  of  tlic  hands  of  popo 
or  prelate,  without  tlie  ivashing  of  regenera¬ 
tion  and  tbe  receiving  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
would  leave  him  us  “  souuding  brass  and  a 
tinkling  cymbal.”  He  knew  that  he  must  first 
possess  aud  then  profess.  “What  tlien  must 
7  do  to  become  a  Cliristiaii  ?  ”  as  he  chose  to 
express  it.  Witli  this  inquiry  lie  went  to  hear 
ministers  of  the  (iospel,  of  different  diojoniina- 
tions,  preacli ;  but  tlie  vail  still  rnflfl^i  ’eAx'  *' 
bis  heart.  He  rode  seven  miles  into  th  oGunr  . 
try  to  converse  with  old  “  Mothi-i  I'ano,  an  i*) 
telligeiit  and  eniiiiciit  Christian,  now 
blind.  Heating  liimself  by  her  side,  he^^d  : 
“Motlier  Fane,  I  liave  come  to  ask  you  wliat  it 
is  to  become  a  Christian.  I  am  concerned  to 
know  that  fact ;  and  I  hope  that  you,  exter¬ 
nally,  blind  lint  inwardly  seeing,  may  lead  me,  a 
poor  blind  sinner,  into  the  way  1  know  not, 
but  wish  to  kuoM'.”  Witli  delight,  she  gave 
him  her  views  and  exiierienee  on  tlie  great 
suliji'ct.  Hut  lie  left  her  in  tlio  same  dark¬ 
ness.  saying  “  I  doubt  not  yon  are  aCliristiaB, 
but  you  have  failcsl  to  make  me  understand 
what  it  is  to  become  a  Christian." 

It  was  on  a  Habbatb  afternoon,  returning 
from  preaching  with  a  heavy  heart,  he  retirc'd 
to  his  clianiber  and  threw  himself  on  his  bod, 
with  one  of  Baxter’s  works  in  his  hands.  Hav¬ 
ing  exhausted  his  own  resources,  he  eagerly 
sought  to  know  from  others  what  it  was  to  be¬ 
come  a  Christian.  Ilia  question  was  thns  an¬ 
swered  by  Baxter :  “All  that  God  requires  of 
'  you  to  salvation  is  to  confess  and  forsake  your 
sins,  accept  of  Jesus  Christ  as  yonr  Haviour,  and 
•auseut  to  obey  Him  as  yonr  Lord  ;  trusting  in 
Ills  promised  grace  to  help  you.”  It  made  a 
deep  impression  on  liim,  and  he  rc-read  it. 
Then,  half  closing  the  book  he  laid  it  on  his 
brow,  aud  with  closed  eyes  be  repeated  it  to 
’  his  soul.  “All  that  God  requires  of  mo  to  sal¬ 
vation,  is  tliat  1  confess  and  forsake  my  sins, 
accept  of  Jesus  as  my  Haviour,  aud  consent  to 
obey  Him  as  my  Lord.”  With  tho  full  convic- 
'  tion  of  its  truth,  he  said  to  himself  “  I  have 
found  it,  1  have  found  it  I  aud  1  am  ready  to 
do  it.”  Reverently  kneeling  by  Lis  bedside,  ho 
oonfessod  with  tears  bis  many  sins,  solemnly 
abjuring  them  ;  accepted  Jeaus  as  bis  groat  and 
orUy  Baviour,  and  consented  joyfully  to  obey 
Him  as  his  Lord,  relying  on  liis  promised  atl- 
sulBcieut  grace.
